A popular belief wss shattered 
last week when Time magaiine re- 
ported that stndenU who don't 
participate in college activities 
earn more money after schael than 
those who do participate. 

The statement was part of a re- 
port on the new book called "They 
Vfent to College" which was writ- 
ten from a survey sponsored . by 
Time aud analjraed by the Colum- 
bia unirersitT hnreau of applied 
researeb. Some t.0t4 gradaatss 
were interi'iewed in the survey. 

The survey tontid that men who 
««at to isr foar aKtnwnrslealar 
activities are apt to average about 
11.000 less than men who went in 
far "m activities at all. 

Grades made some difference in 
future success, but hardly enough 
to make one stay up all night hit- 
mag the books. Here It was found 
that of the male A atadaati. kaU- 
atar fS.Hf hifeCkat. 



but 41 percent of the C and D 
people were In It too. 

Another Aniorican fflusion was 
shattered concerning those who 
work while going to college. The 
survey shows that among the old 
grads of 40 whose parents sup- 
ported them entirely. 42 percent 
make I7.S00 or more,, while of 
those who did work only 31 per- 
cent make more than $7,500. 

K-3tate's President James A. 
McCain, however, thinks grades 
are of primary importance. 

When applying tor your first 
Job college activities will be im- 
portant too, but after that the 
grades you makei in college will 
be mnch more Important than your 
activities, McCain said in an in- 
terview last week.

have never coped with before. It 
is probably the first year they are 
old enough to be camp counselors, 
as most quanftcations state a girl 
mnsi be IS or 19 years old. Even 
though many of these girls do not 
go on to he a counselor, they have 
gained a partial experience of be- 
ins ont' through the training we 
offer." 

New England is a favorite spot 
for camp counselors as well as 
for campers throughout the coun- 
try. For instance, the Robin Hood 
camp, located 66 miles from New 
York City, is' a scenic spot for girls 
where some K^tate coeds might 
be interested in counseling. 

Qetting closer to home, Colo- 
rado seems to be the state for 
summer campers.* On file in the 
YW office is the Flyiim G Ranch , 
owned and operated by^ the Girl 
Scouts of Metropolitan Denver. 
This summer dream is fi2 mil?s 
from^ Denver. Included iu their 
staff are unit eouneelore, rtdtttg 
counselors, crafts counselors, and 



nurse, dietitians, and cooks. 

Hut there's even a chance for 
camp counselors closer to- Kansas 
State than that. The Topeka Girl 
Scout Council offers positions for 
counselors a; their caiiip near 
Dover. The counselors here must 
attend a precanptng training pe- 
riod of four days without pay. 

The west coast, too, waiits 
eounst'lors for its many camps. 
"A Child'H Ku miner Paradise" de- 
scribes Sa-lm-le- Lodge in the San 
Bcrnsrdino mountains near BIk 
Bear Lake, Calif. This exciting 
camp offers "fun. adventure, rid- 
ing, overnight trips, swimming, 
for both boys and girls four and 
one-half to fourteen ytars." 

Tsnally, to an fmployee, t!ie 
salary iu a big factor in accepting 
a Job. But that isn't the case wtth 
the camp counselors. For they 
emphasise the Importance of rgplng 
where tb^y waiu io sr>-»-to a cer- 
tain part of the country or a cer- 
tain camp^no matter what the 
pay. 

As an example of pay offei'ed 
the girts as camp counselors, one 
canii) pays the unit leader a salary 
from ItJ to 20 dollan a week plus 
her maintenance (room and 
board), At this camp the assistant 
leader receives from 12 to 18 dol- 
lars and her upkeep. The nurae 
and cook, however, receive 20 to 
2S dollars. '

The next year tlie event was 
called Hospitality Week and pre- 
Kented the theme "From Godey's 
Book Days until Now." 

A feature of th» 1984 Hospl> 

tality Week was the election of 
the best-dressed college man and 
coed. The them© that year was 
"As the Earth Turns" aud stressed 
home ec in other lands. 

IK 1087 the event took the name 
Hospitality Days, and a semi-for- 
mal dance was held to climax the 
heilAKf. fn 1939 this dance took 
on the name Hospitality Hop and 
waa a glrl-take-boy affair. An in- 
formal dance and Jam session re- 
placed the Mop in 194&, hut in 
ll4T the dance was again semi- 
formal. 

The Hospitality Hop has since 
tien hevb dlseontlnned, bnt the 
Showball has taken its place. The 
Showball is sponsored every fall by 
ti» homfr ec girls and tt a seml- 
tArmal girt-aak-boy dance. 

The 1940 theme "Cavalcade of 
j^otn» Economics" showed the 
ptrogress that home ec had made 
since It was first inaugurated.

Qver 'AutoGraticar 'Democracy'

Next month a new form of student gov- 
mment takes the liMm nader a new consti- 
tution. It Is eatd to be Just as democratic, 
maybe a little more democratic, than Uie old 
one. ^ ♦ 

We would like to hope that it would do 
a belter job of teaching students the ways of 
democracy, but from here we dou't see how 
it can. 

That's because you can't teach democracy 
by prabtlcing autocri^y, especially not when 
you {practice autocracy in a t9gm fQfSk and 
label it "democracy." 

"Democracy" in studfirt govern niPiU 
iiieanK little more to Joe CoUckc than the 
right to vote once a year for sonieljody he 
never heard of to represent him on some re- 
mote group that mee»tB to discuss obscure 
matters of uncertain- eonsei^uences to Joe 
in order that suggestions may be made to 
' the president of the College who accepts or 
rejects tlicni an lu^ .sees fit. 

Because the Student (Council Ib reBpon^iljle 
to the President of the College as well as to 
the students, the overall set-up .Is autocratic. 

The Student Council can forget demo- 
<'racy on its own level, too. Kemomber when 
the campus was barricaded and damaged 
afloi' the Nehraska football game last fall? 
The Student Council, looking for someone 
to pay the bill, was given the tcbtimony of 
one witness who remembered a license tag 
number. It decided to hold the owner of 
that tag responsible for the damage, In hopes 
Unit he would reveal the names of his com- 
pauioiiK rather than pay the ent|i:e bill him- 
self. . . 

Whpn tho-CouiwIl dboltled to:xtJtisidc!| the 
student guilty,^ he j^tfuotbeenlgflen afl oj* 
portunity 4o%fiiMF tk€'i^lai«mraor mk 
portunity to confront his accuser, nor an op- 
port unity to present evidence or witnesses in 
iiis own defense. In fact, when the CoTinril 
decided to consider him guilty, he had not 
even been informed of the charged against 
him. . ' 



But even more alaimiing is' the fact tiiat 
not one protest ^against that sort of action 
was ever heard from the student body. 

Could it be that instead of being educated 
for democracy, we are only being educated 
to becoming resigned to meaningless elec- 
tions while the real decisions are made, not 
by the people, but by tin gods in obscure, but 
high places? 

This editorial may sound like an attack 
on autocracy on this campus. It isn't. 

It is an atta<^ -against something much 
more vicious, something that should never 

be tolerated in a place of learning. 

And that is the confusing of the terms 
"autocracy" and "democracy" so that lip 
service is paid t(t one wliile the other is 
practiced, it is dishonest and it is bad teach- 
ing. 

The student who is hurt by Injustice as 
w.ell as the Student Council member who 
would close the meetings ai^d inform the 
students only of the decisions and not of the 
factors that led fo them, the student politi- 
cian who would have a student government 
control the Student press, and most of all, 
the student who thinks elections are trivial 
—£11 are vlcftims of tb^ls bad teashlng

Start«d in 1926, the vMn VllP* 
poie of the nttreery §ahQm was to 
provide a laboratory In human re- 
lations. It also gave children the 
opportunity of learning to get 
tttms wUft mOmnM md other «kll- 
dren. and to let palmate a«e their 
children In reUtloit to other cbll- 



Tbls nursery school was first 
boused in what is now the mimeo- 
graphing rofmi -on the f Irtt floor 
of Calvin. TteW'lm* 15 children 
from ages 2 to B yaars lu the all- 
day nuraery. Fenced playgrounds 
for the children were between Cal- 
Tin and Kedzle and south of Cal- 

When the number of rhildi-en 
expanded, the nursery took over 
what la now a fooda lab, Calvin 
Lounge, and offices, until the 
nursery occupied the whole south 
*nd of the first floor of Calvin. 

By the early I840'a Calvin hall 
was overflowlBg with children, 
ani parents were objecting to the 
Ineoiivenience of bringing and 
irtofehig up Ibetr ebdlflren on the 
campus. They objected most heart- 
ily to the parking tickets they re- 
ceived while they were parked to 
take their children Into CMvfn or 
bring them out. 

In 1940 the nursery school was 
moved to Its present location, 311 
North Fourteeoth street, into the 
house built by H. J. Waters, presi- 
dent of «-State from 1908 to 1917. 
thie oollego aidn't 1»ay tUo hoinw — 
It's Just rented — so only minor 
f banies could be made to turn it 
into f BttltilUfr nu rtery school. . 
' The yard and drive-way were 
fenced to provide .play grounds, 
knd tide iBSldft oC An house wns 
ntade safer and more attractive 
tor children. Every tblng-^Hiflrs, 



tables, pictures, loekera* and lava- 
tories — are on tb« child's level. 

After the last war when the col- 
lege was crowded with veterans 
and their families, the nui-eery 
school building was used by the 
veterana* wives tor their children. 
They used the house and equip- 
ment in the afternoons rent free. 
It was a eoopenMlva aehool iittli 
the wlT«f tafeivt tnnm anaacisg 
the school. 

The first course which used the 

nursery school as a laboratory for 
the study of pre-school chlUren 
was callod ChUd Care, and Tr»fai> 

Ing. Xow more than 200 atttdvnts 
use the nursery school each semes- 
ter In various classes. The school 
Is a lab for clasaai in Hnman Re- 
lations, Child Ouldance, Nursery 
School Procedures, Parent Educa- 
tion, and others. Students taUng 
advanced conraes In elifia waUare 
actually parCtet|^at« in practice 

teaching. 

Today tbe nursery school has 89 
children In three groups ranging 
in age Srom 2 to 5 years. There are 
both morning and aftelmoon 
groups. The staff consists of a 
head teacher and two grad assist- 
ants, in addition to the regular 
colleRe faculty !n the department 
of child welfare and eutbenlce. 

The children are chosen from a 
waiting list, and approximately 
one-third are chosen from children 
of college students, one-third from 
faculty, one-third from busi- 
ness men. The school tries to keep 
a range in ag* from 2 to 5 yeavH 
and an equal number of boys and 
ftrls. ^on, too. the tlnie a ettttd 
has been on the waiting list helps 
determine if he is chosen or not. 

AUhongh parents pay a amaU 
tuition fee, the nursery school Is 
supported by state fnnds, heflaoie 
It semi the eollefe as a labora- 
tory.

It hm been written that many studentii 
think the honor system Is a fad. AnotHer 
articte points out that college studenrts are 
young adults; they are reach In^ maturity. 
This articlo .sta'.t^i that an lioimr aystpm 
helpb promote maturity, that each studenl 
Is on his own — and his honor. 

There are many different ways to install 
an honor system. One way, of course, is for 
the proper^titliorttleB to declare that such 
a ijatftem wfll be used t^j>Miglii»fit'tBi«^ entire 
college. Some colleges hare students vote 
either to adopt the system or nOt.^ In boith 
cases, those students not wishing an honor 
system are forced by the majority to "par- 
ticipate." 

Another college Holved this problem by 
having a secret individual vote in each class 
during the first meeting at the beginning of 
a new semester. Ho one knew how his neigh- 
bor voted. If the vote "yes** ws» unanimous, 
the honor system was adopted in Hiat par- 
iticular class. But if only one person voted 
"no," Hie regular system was followed. 

The common conception of an honor sys- 
tem is that the professor is not in the room 
during a test. Even this idea is variable,' 
Sometimes a professor may have enough 
firith la. tlw ttatmity and integrity of his 
students to say "Yo«r yearns will be on my 
desk. Pick them up by tomorrow and re* 
turn them the next class period." In this 
way. the student may take the exam at his 
owu leisure and in those surroundings in 
which he is most able to concentrate. 

In other systems, the professor passes out 
the exams and allows the students to sit any- 
where they choose. Then he leaves the room. 
Vhe 8,tQ$»m are free to get a ms^ of water, 
take a smoke, or walk out for an Ice oream 




cone. The papers are left on the desk at 
the end i^f the period. 

Moat discussion is over the problem of 
what to do when a student is careless with 
his freedom and cheats. There are many 
different kinds of courts and councils set 
up. In one system, two people must see the 
third while cheating. It is their duty to re- 
port the third. Thel» namea are never re- 
vealed. In still aiM>ther systeni thi observer 
asks the offender to turn himk^ th. 

These are a fow of the factors which an 
honor system may contain. The types of 
honor system each school adopts must be 
drawn up to fit the peculiarities and per- 
ionalltlee of that school. There Is no stereo- 
typed blnep?^ far the honor system,

The silver anniversary edition 
or the Who'3 Whoot to be off the 
presa in May brings to a close 

ItoiiBas 4-H work — the only iAS. 

yearbook in the^ United States. 

In 1927, the Wbo*B Who club, 
honorary state 4-H eluh uiOclA- 
tion bce«me more than an honor- 
ary with the publication of the 
lirst Who'8 Whoot. At the time 
M. H. Coe, then state A-H leader, 
aaid "With the publishing of this 
4-H aanttal, the Who's Who 4-H 
dub has broadeatt its ffold of iiM- 
fuinesi; to inelndo imrflee a* well 
as honor." 

It was a new thing tor the Kan- 
sas 4-H club program to have a 
yearbook to record Its work of the 
year and those Involved realised 
it. The first staff said "It has been 
onr endeavor to give a glimpse of 
our work, our aehierrements, our 
activities, and our organisation — 
to unite all these to give an ade- 
rinate concept of the workings of 
this great 4-H movement.'* 

THE BOOK STARTEW out with 
38 pages consisting largely of 
snapshots of the campus and pic- 
tures of Who's Who club memhera. 
The president of the c!nb was also 
editor of the annual. Pictures of 
the Jnne 4^H round-up on the cam- 
pus in Manhattan were InetllidAid 
and have been ever since. 

The nextTear the book was di- 
vided Into definite sections, the 
president of the club was again 
editor of the hook and pictures of 
the KSC admintatratlon were i^d- 
ed. 

It was in 1929 thit ten county 



pages were added. This section wai 
later to grow and meet the hope 
expiressed by the *29 staff. This 

was the first year the preMident of 
the Who's Whoot club wasn't ed- 
itor of the Who's ^oet. 

From T930-3S little change was 
made in the hook. The county page 
section grew steadily but slowly 
each year and rollpgiate 4-H club's 
honored studeuts were first added 
in IS&S. 

.Por the first time in nine years, 
the Who's Whoot cover design was 
changed. Tradition had been esub- 
lished for the owl to be the symbol 
of the Who's Whoot so a new and 
bigger one was snbftltttted^or-the 
next three years. 

By li)37, there were 3S county 
pages and the followbig year tor 
the first timn the county pages 
were arran^t d in alphabetical or- 
der. The next two years found the 
same steady Increase In county 
^pages with the 1940 book having

and the 1948 edition featured a 
two paK(> eolor spread of Rock 
Springs Kanrh in honor of the 
burning' of the^ mortgage Of the 
state 4-H camp. 

In 194 7 there were 73 county 
pages and the ten-member staff 
ithe second year for such a small 
staff) had proved It could get the 
Job done.

An increase In advertising and 
county pages marked the 1951 year 
book. The first Who's Whoot to

The 19S2 publication Is uniaue 
in that it is the first Anniversary 
Edition. Former editors^ pictures 
along with an increase of other 
photuKi'aphs arc featured. 

THROriiH THK YEARS almost 
every color has been used on the 
cover but alway.s with the owl. 
This year in keeping with the Sil- 
ver Anniversary theme and the 
4-H color, the cover doue in silver 
and green features au owl carry- 
ing a birthday cake with 2S llihted 
randlew. 

Only once in the history of tho 
book has any one person served as 

editor two years. Mi's. Kdith Paint- 
er Wallace, assistant editor of the

XHK TAKK of editing the book 
doesn't necessarily fall into tht> 
hands of 4-H journalism stndf'nts.

Today's coeds are going to have 
to learn some new ironing tech- 
niques to go along with the syn- 
thetic fabrics of the future, Miss 
Blolse Voss of the Celanese cor- 
poration said In a recent talk to 
Home Be girls interested in tea- 
tiles, t 

Fabrics made from artificial 
fibers sUbh as Celanese's rayon, 
acetate, 4yiid eeleose, are easy to 
launder bttt roiUtin som« caution 

in ironing. 

Miss Voss outlined these do's 
and don't's for ironing such fab- 
rics. Use the lowest iron beat and 
let the weight ot the Iron do the 
work. Don't iron completely dry 
with a back-and-forth motion, nor 
very close to the buttons. Iron 
acetates on the wrorg side and 
touch up on right side with press 
cloth. Hang the garment straight 
on a hanger to finish drying. 

MISS VOSS summarised briefly 
the processes ot manufacturing 

the man-made fabrics and dis- 
played /abrics ot new texture and 
color and gave- the fashion fore- 
cast for these fabrics. 

Celanese and other textile manu- 
facturers are finding that the 
trend in the industry puts em- 
phasis on iabrlc texture through 
blendlttg different fibers. Natural 
fibers such as cotton and wool are 
blended with artificial fibers such 
as rwron and aeetM«. The reauU- 
Ing material itakee on some of tbe 
properties ot both fibers and 
makes an Mitlrely different fabric 
than those made from one fiber 

Miss Vosfi said that in 1951 over 
75 percent of all women'a slothes 

on the market were partly or en- 
tirely of such man-made fibers 
as rayon and acetate. 

She explained that rayon used 
to be called acetate rayon but 
now the dttll fU^h, cotton-Uke 

fabric is labeled rayon and tho 
shiny plastic-like material, ace- 
tate. 

Rayon is similar to cotton and 
linen. It shrinks, scorches under 
too hot an iron, wrinkles like cot- 
ton and dries slowly. On the other 
hand, the acetate fabric becomes 
briglit and sliiny from too much 
heat, dries quickly because the 
fibers don't alMBO^b water, and 
wrinkles wtieh aS pUuMfe^ m*^ 
rials do. 

RATON AND ACETATE each 
take different dyes. Tins results 
in interesting effects in fabrics 
with one dye process. A blended 
ni.it erial can be dyed after it Is 



wov«B«ad the rayon fibers absorb 
one ^e^and the acetate another. 

These Mended fabrics that are 
being made now for late summer 
and autumn are soft to fit the new 
^thouette of fashion which d^ 
mands pleated fuUaMS and fabrie 
with "motion." 

Miss Voss said various textvred.

Imt they must stlU spend 
their first year in the residence 
hall, according to DeiTa^of Womea 
Helen Moore. 

Freshman girts who don't RO 
through rush week may not l)e 
rnshftd by son»>itles during the 
rest of their freshman year. They, 
^00, are required to live In a col- 
4nege-operated residence ball for 
their freshman year. 

RKAiTION to the plan at first 
was mostly unfavorable' on the 
part of the BororltiM. Not having 
freshman pledges In the sorority 
houses, meant fewer girls living 

- In the hotises which In some cases 
would lead to stUfer budgets. This 
wiis one objeetton to the plan 
sorority presidents expressed for 

• their houses when it was proposed. 

Another objection the sororities 
had for the plan was the probable 
split between pledges living in the 
Tffftldence halls and the sorority. 

During the pledging period, 
most of tlie eight sororities had 
a number of duties for pledges 
with restrictions and penalties co 
the pledges when the rules or 
duties were not observed. This 
, practlise is tmprftctlcal with pledges 

- not livins in the sorority houses. 

Generally, sorority members pic- 
tured the plan as a splitting fac- 
tion between the residence hall 
pledges and the -pledges llTlng at 
the sorority houses. In the new 
'system, freshman pledges are not 
allowed to partietpate In «orority 

tetivities such as homecoming 
ecoratious, Y-Orpheum or inter- 
fraternity slag. 

KIMIIjAR AOTIATTIES are done 
on the trasis of girls living in the 
residence hall regardless of their 
w^rorlty affiliations. However, be- 
cause 6f the unwieldy number of 
gills and lack of experience, they 
have not entered these activities 
aa they would if they lived In the 
sorority house. 

Dean Maurice D. WooU at the 
. time of the plan's adoption said, 
"We ttiink of each freshman not 
as a Greek or independent . . . the 
freshman resldanee hall is In- 
tended to help the new sUtdeoti 
become acclimated to the college." 

The present plan Is not deferred 
rushing. Dean Moore emphasised. 
Deferred rushing would mean 
th^i e l unld t)e no rushing or pledg- 
ing until the beginning of the 
sophomore •tmt. 

Borne plan had to he decided 
upon after the Board of Regents 
passed the requirement of fresh- 
man girls living in the college- 
era ted r^idence halls. 
7kt THE TIMS the pretent plan 
was adopted, some felt that to 
continue pledging freshman girls' 
would not be successful since they 
would have to live with non-soror- 
ity girls all year. It was also sug- 
gested at that lime that since the 
pledges would have such a little 
contact wfCb their sorority, they 
niisht ttfrome unhappy with their 
choice. Home thought It would 
weaken sororities more to have 
"rush week as usual,'* as was 
voted liy Panhellenle, than to give 
in to deferred mshlng. 

Fanhellenlc eovnetl. eompoaed 
of members of «a^h of the eight 
sororities, again discussed the 
situation this spring. They will 
soon vote on whether to keep, the 
present system or not. 

"This first year has been purely 
an experiment,** Dean Moore 
B'ated. "and I feel it Ir still some- 
what early to Judge the sucres., 
of the system. On the whole, how- 
ever, I believe the girls living m 
the residence halls are quite en- 
j^aUstic." 

^SHF MKNTIONFI) the oppor- 
tunity for the girls living at North- 



have opinions. Some fee! 
have very little connection H'ith 
the sorority they have pledged and 
yet feel little connection with tho 
residence hall either because of 
living there only teiaporarily. 

A PL.RDOB of PI Beta Phi said, 
"I don't like the aet up the way 
It it. I. don't feelJtke part of the 
sorority nor do I feel anything 
toward tiie dorm. I thlttk I'd make 
better gradea tf I eoiM ltf» la the 
house." 

There is also a strong feeling 

among the pledges at the residence 
hall concerning the split between 
"dorm" pledges and pledges liv- 
ing in the houses. 

"If pledge classes continne to 
be as split as they have during the 
past year. I almost think it would 
he better to have -def erred rush- 
ing," Mary Pureell, €hl Omega 
pledge, believes. - 

N'ancy Ferrell, another PI Phi 
pledge, said, "Living in the resi- 
dence hall has advantages and dis- 
advantage. Here we meet a lot 
of people, hoth pledgee of other 
sororities and independent girls, 



but I feel torn between loyalty to 
my sorority and flie dorm." 

MCM$T OF THt: PLUlKjKS liv- 
ing at Northwest this past year 
agree on the comfort and fine ac- 
commodations of the new resi- 
dence hall. Living conditions are 
pleasant in attractive surround- 
ings and though iHbre was som« 
complaint ahout the food served 
at the first of the year, moat of 
the girls afree that th^ now eat 
well. 

No problem has been seen from 
sorwrtty and nda-eorortty girls liv- 
ing together. Miss Margaret llaf- 
fington, assistant to the dean of 
home economics and helping to 
supeirvlse Northwest hail, said the 
administrators need not have wor- 
ried. Approximately fifl pledges live 
at Northwest and no friction has 
been noticed between the two 
groups, she said. 

In a re^eni discussion among 
sorority pledges at Northwest, an 
Alpha Xi pledge said she believed 
that living with pledges of other 
sororities and non«eororUy girls 
tended to unify the freehman 
class. 

Freehman counselors are em- 
ployed at the reildehee hall to 
help in supervising the- girls ami 
aid tn any problems. The coun- 
selors are npperclassmen and were 
selected for their leadership and 



high scholarship, as well as their 
ability for working with tithers. 

A CI^IKF WORKY of the soror- 
ity about the new plan is whether 
study habits will be enforced at 
the residence balls. The sorority 
houses usually Imve an organized 
plan of study for their pledges and 
cannot enforce this plan for their 
pledges living out of the house. 

As^ a whole, the grades of 
pledges living* In the residence 

halls last semester were not nuich 
lower than those of pledges living 
in the house. AU of the sororities 
require at least a 1. average of 
their pledges before Initiation. 

Of the four Ka'ppa Delta pledges 

living at Northwest, two didn't 
make their grades for initiation 
while all the pledges living at the 
house did. The total pledge aver- 
age was somewhat higher at the 
1ion.-^(>, a<'('nrdin»; to scholarahlp 
chairjnan Arlene Wilcox. 

The reverse was true at^tho 
Kappa Kappa Cumnia liouse. said 
Sue Skinner. About half their 
pledges live in the house and three 
didn't make their grades. The

"The building wUl be demol- 
ished, probably this summer, when 
construction begins on the new 
addlrtioa to {he library atacks," 
R. F. Gingrich of the malnteoan<e» 
department told iha Collegian. 
Gingrich eetlmatea that iho little 
stone building will not stt amont 
the shrubs after this June. 

Doesn'i the little building have 
a history?

Kansas City. Kan., officials kept a vigilant eye on the rich Fairfax 
Industrial district.

Fairfax and the central industrial 
district which .houses Kansas City's vast stockyarda 8ttften4 ex- 
tensive damage from tbe Kaw river last summer.

Construction on a new wheat 
mosaic greenhouse has begun on 
the Kansas State cdtiege campus 
by the college pbysiesl plant. Ce- 
ment footings and walls are being 
poured this week^ R. I. Throck- 
morton, dfroetor of the KSjSMt 
agricaltnfSl iNQiorinient statton, 
said. 

The last leglstatttre appropri- 
ated $60,000 for the -building of a 
special greenhouse for research on 
all phases of wheat mosaic. In- 
creased costs of materials and 
equipment have made It impossible 
to install all therontrol eiiuipmeiit 
essential for the research, Throck- 
morton said, hut it wilt be added 
when funds become available. The 
greenhouse, to be used l)y the plant 
pathologists and entomologists, 
consists of two units each 21 feet 
by 100 feet, connected by a glassed- 
in passageway. Each unit will be 
divided into four Insect-proof com- 
partipecta 19 feet by Si foot and 
wilt have antomatic heating. 

. When completed o«eh eomv^^-, 
ment will also have antomatle ven- 
tilation, electricity, a sink, benchett. 
and work table. ^ One house is to 
have a concrete floor; tbe other, 
8 gravel floor. It will be different 
from other greenhouses on ih^ 
campus In that one aisle wttl he on 
one side of each house, running 
the l&ngth of the house, rather 
than down the middle. The aisle 
will be separated by Insect-proof 
glass partitiona to prevent con-

Three types of tests are Issued 
by tbe FCC. ' The 1st class test, 
which is technical, U required 
for all jcommercial station en- 
gineers. The Snd elasa teat la for 
operation of ship radios and non- 
commercial stations. And the 
3rd class test, a recent tjrpe, do^ 
not require much technical knowl* 
edge. It deals with.tbe knowledge 
of FCC regulations. The only 
reaulrement is study and a trip 
to the Kansas City office of the 
FCC. 

"The 3rd <Uass test ijs an ele- 
mentary exam on procednre and 
presenting an awareness of the 
FCC." said Oeorge Arms, bead of 
K-State radio aecUon. 'Thla li- 
cense must not be confnsed with 
radio engineer's license." 

Sometimes called a "button 
pusher's lU»nse," it authorlaea tbe 
licensee to turn the power^n and 
off In certain classes of radio sta- 
tions. However, no adjnstments 
can be made. Tbe certain elaaaes 
of stations usually refer to edu- 
cational, communication, and ape- 
cinc type* of Mcperimmtni trai^ 
mitting statlona. 

With special permission from, 
the FCC the licensee can be au- 
thorised to turn the power on and 
off at certain class of commercial 
stations. Such authorisation when 
granted, provide* that a licensed 
engineer ^aasnnee all reaponatbU-

Wolnak said recent experiments 
showed that large quantities of vi- 
tamin B-12 were present in the 
dried sludge and a process has 
been developed to Uglate it fronj^ 
the rest of the sludge. 

Re said that raperiments have 
been made with portions of the 
Bhidgoto step up the fermentation 
ot- yeast. In some cases, the fer- 
mentation time has beei| reduced 
from 10 to 20 percent.

Dr. Stanley E. Flanders Is plan- 
ning tests on rearing of useful 
ant cotonles that can be moved 
around as aplculturists do bees. 
The colonies wonhl jbs tnmed 
loose on insect IslMttatiOIIS tB' 
fruits and grains. 

It's not as slnpla as It to«ii4s, 
however. 

Tile entomologist explained that 
only some ants have the right 
habUs and It will uke a lot of 
carsfnl study to learn to control 
them. 

The common Argentine ant tbat 
plagues California households 
with Its raids on the cake drawer 
and Jelly cupboard won't do. 

"Certain ants that are harvest- 
ers or protect s<ale Inaeeta find 
aphids are harmful," Dr. Fland- 
ers said. "We want to cultivate 
only those that eat insects.

"Of the Mf^S HtudentH en- 
rolled with us," Professor Schall 
said, "72.49 per cent completed 
their courses" The Other 17.54 
per cent failed to comptote their 
codrses and rocetved no eredtt. 

The highest ratlO of courses 
completed to tliose not completed 
was la the educatlosal courses 
with a ratio of 81.46 per cent com- 
pleted courses to 18.54 per cent 
nol-conipleted. The lowest ratio 
of completions to noncomplelions 
occurred In the mathematics 
courses with ;i rsiHo of 1^.69 per 
cent to r>o.;Jl per cent. The ex- 
planation to this Inconsistency, 
Professor Srhall said, Is that the 
courses taken ut the educational 
desks were required tor teachers 
to recdlve certificates and the dlf- 
fIctiltteR Involved in solving mathe- 
niittics often ruused the students 
to become disgusted and q^it be- 
fore the courses were completed. 

"Oiir records Indicate a wide 
variation ut grades in the differ- 
ent courses. This Is probably be- 
cause of the relative adiiptabillty 
of the courses to correspondence 
methods and the background 
knowledge the students may have 
all ready received. "For example." 
Schall siiid. "In United .St;itcH his. 
tory before 1885, a course accepted 
by the State Hoard of BSducatlon 
for the certification of teach erH. 2fi 
per rent of the students during 
1950 received an "A'* grade, 
whereas less than six per cent re- 
ceived an "A" grade fn olvtllzatlnn 
H. In civilization II moHt of tlie 
material was new to the atudenlB. 
bat in United States history be- 
fore 186S much ot the material 



English <-(nirse.H are usually eas- 
ily taught l)y correspondence, but 
all of these courses, except those 
need tor teacher certlttcates. have 
high mortality rates.

Chest X-ray is one of the 
beat known ways of discovering 
TB. and the only really effective 
means. 

There are almost no distinguish- 
able symptoms early In the -dis- 
ease. It la most easily cured with 
the wonder drugs, such as strepto- 
mycin, in the early stage*, the ae- 
soclatlon polnta tmu 

An Xnray requires only a few 
minutes tlme^ Is painless, and may 
discover other defects such as en- 
largement of the Heart, as well as 
tuberculosis. 

A chest X-ray should be given 
to each person every year. Dr. B. 
W. Lafene, student health direc- 
tor, says. Facilities on the cam- 
pus permit only one at tiie first 
enrollment and one every 3 to 5 
years for faculty, ho pointed out.

Formerly. If dirt was to he used 
in a dam as a river or canal em- 
bankment. It was necessary to call 
In a soil exptert who guessed 
whether the particular earth to be 
used would stand up. 

However, instrument.? arc now 
available which show accurately 
what a specific sample of earth 
may lack in durability and, if it 
Isn't just right, ingredients may 
be added to 'stabilise It," as they 
say in the trade.

Lloyd Wright Paved Way 
For Modern Architecture 

By 1>LV\ K BLACK III' B\ 

Fraolc Lloyd Wright, "father of modern architecture," who will 
he oa the K-State campiis neixt Tuesday, Is co^idered by many to 
be the sreatest liTtng arehiteet. 

Also an author and lecturer. TMr. Wright hn,^ .iust returned from 
Paris after lecturing to notuble architects and students from all 
parts of -Europe. Much of his work-- was on dispiay thwa. 

This man, who was born eighty-three years ago in Richland 
Center. Wis., studied clvU engineering at the 1Jnimx»l^ otJWIs- 
cottsin but. never receired a degree. ^- - 

Wright's career began tn Chicago by studying with Adler and 
ii^aMivan for seven years. At the age of iwenty-five he opened his 
own office and began creating new idt^as in architecture. 

He developed the fuactiuual expressiou uf architecture, helieving 
bnlldlttgB should be eompoaed to express their purpose and the true 
mateclals from which they arc built. His structures known as "or- 
. gaalc/' spring from patterns in the earth and appear to be rooted 
Is the soil. 

Wright, who designs small houses as well as gtgantic skyscrapers, 
has always been at odds with ;u-adPinips of architecture. He never 
compromises iu his code. . Although be has worked all bis life, 
many did not racosnlie hls work wtfl a few yean ago. 

Recently Wright received a gold medal award from the American 
and British Institute of Architects. They recognized his gf«at Work 
even though he had been openly at odds with them. 

One of Wright's beet knpwn stmetures la tb« Imperial hotel tn 
Tokyo, which withatood earthquakes. After an earthquake in 1923 
the hotel was the only large building in the area which enrvlved. 

Other great structures of Wright's ^ 

are the Kaufmann house (Faiang 
Wftter) and the Joheabn Wax fac- 
tory. Palling Water wMeh pro- 
jects over a waterfall Is one of 
the most famous modern bouses 
In the world. 

The Johnson Wax «omi^ny 
building uses a scheme of hollow 
concrete piers reinforced with 
tfXietal tissue and supporting only 
uietr own Uly-pad-llke tops. Areas 
between the tops are covered with 
a skin of glass. The building is 
svrronnded by band* of glass tub- 
ing where cornices would be used 
in 8 conventional building. 

Wright recently tiesigned the 
Ongenheim museum for New 
York city. Thta mnsenm It un- 
usual Id that the visitor after 
stepping inside is taken to the top 
in an elevator, then walks down a 
ramp viewing the works of art. 
The museum housm non-objective 
paintings. 

Tasso Katselas, instructor in 
architecture, is a personal friend 
of Wright's. He met Wright at 
Taliesin East, Wright's school in 
- Wtoeoaaltt. In the witttir swnths 
Wright and fats students move to 
Taliesin West in Arizona. 

*'It ia quite an honor fur K- 
State to be btensed by having such 
a man on the campus," Katselas 
said today. "The students should 
feel that it Is a privilege to hear 
this great man."

^4ewspaper Fills Individual Need 
Of Complete, Correct InfQrmation 



The following is an attempt on the part of 

the Coi'nc'll Daily Sun to explain the role of 
freedom of tli& prcsd '.'in terms of the campus 
community." — Ed. « ' 

-. The iietMi for oomnmnicat ion can arfse 
jojily within a community. To a lone c6r- 
r^Bpoudent, thia group may . comprise no 
ujore than two personsl-^^o a newBi>aper, 
this community repreBento a bi^^ader sejs- 
stient of humanity, Its readers. %nt In fpth 
teases the funcUons of communication re- 
njain the same. Rroadly .stated, it is the 
;fi|lfillment of individual' need.s tot complete 
and accurate information. 

The function of communication, so stated, 
liecomes both the ideftl^nd the interest with- 
in the community. In seeking tsO ptmat 
^em facts objectively, a newspaper c^n 
never completely Identify itself with those 
particular p;roups and lndivldu»hi whose 
ad ion is mcwh. 

With the same depreo of certainty that a 
iiewapaper develops a distinct interest with- 
in the community in its search for facts and 
its presentation of news, so does it come 
almost InvariaMy to hold opinions of its 
own, based upon the information wliicb it 
ac(iuircs and the fundamental philosophy 
of itfrown personnel. As soon as 'Jiese opin- 
ions Ijecomc judgments, they enter the 
province of editorial comment, 

In exercise of both these prerogatives — 
news evaluation and editorial comment — 



the newspaper may seek to fnfluence the 
action of individuals .«rithin the community, 
but this influence is limited the bound- 
aries of news interest in the finit case- as^ 
ipgjcal persuasion in the second. 

Individuals associated with the news- 
paper may participate in worthwhile com- 
munity activities only insofar as they aban- 
don^the interests and responsibiities of the 
press.; ■' • • - . 

The fusion of^^formation. opinion and 
action which is iiUierent in any direct par- 
ticipation by these indivlditals in commuitlty 

affairs is as injurious to the community's 
need for objective information as it is dan- 
gerous to the continuous independence of 
the newspapers. 

Just as a newspaper can arise only within 
a communl^. so mu|^ Its iirovteion of in- 
formation aud its prerogativeB of news «ival- 
nation and editodal comment ultimately 
be guided by those beliefs and principles 
which it considers best for the community's 
continued existence and prosperity. 

The independent, individual exercise of 
these beliefs In the coUectlos of objective 
data and lii the praiwBntatioii 6t eiltorial 
c^inion^nstltuftes the sole p^spedialbiUtgrvif 
a newspaper Jo its community. In ItiEe man- 
ner, the objective fulfillment of its obliga- 
tion to inform, and the free exercise of its 
right to influence', comprise its legitimate 
role in the conmiunlty.

Wheat Prices 
level Till July 

Don't look for the price of Wheat 
to go up until alter July 1. 

Bernard 3. Bowlen, Collef|;e 
economist, thinkH that's the earli- 
est date — barring drastic changes 
in crop iiroipocta or the Interna- 
tional situation— that wheat prices 
cuuld increase. That is durini^ 
harvest when prices normally are 
headed the other direction, so July 
1 is proibably too early a. date to 
expect highfr wheat prices. 

Wheat sales by the U.S. under 
the International Wheat agree- 
ment have hefui coniplt'tf'd for this 
crop year. That means the price 
of U.S. wheat to foreign countries 
now wilt go up 86 to 70 cents a 
bushel, the amount of the export 
subsidy under the agreement. 

Another reason foreign coun- 
tries will not be buying U.S. wheat 
is that Canada still 'has a large 
supply available. Her rivers and 
lakes freeze over in winter and 
cut dowTi her fxport.s th*>n. The 
result is that Canadian wheat now 
can be bought for less than the 
market price in the United Rtates. 

Still another factor— it another 
were needed— is favorable crop 
prospects throughout the United 
States. Prospects here are en- 
couraging roi'fii;ii buyers to wail 
until after July 1 to buy. Wheat 
will be available again then under 
terme of the tWA. ^

About 30 K-State agriculture 
and heme ee graduates a year 
choose a career of working with 
the rural people of Kansas, ac- 
cording to L. c. WlUtems, dean of 
the extension division. 

Thesi^ positions are offered to 
home ec and aKriouUure gradu- 
ates by extension, a 36-year-old 
rural educational program with 
federal, sUte, and county co-op- 
eration. 

"About 20 new agricultural 
agents, 20 home demonstration 
agents, and 10 county 4-H agents 
are needed each year in Kansas," 
said Dean WlUiams. "Farm- 
reared graduates ■ of the two 
schoolfi are usually preferred for 
candidates in extension work," 

Students pointing towards an 
extension career can find lista of 
suggested electives in tbe College 
catalogue. Courses in Journalism, 
speech, psychology, sociology, 
citizenship, and photography are 
valuable in this type of work. It 
is also helpful to confer with 
someone in the extension service 
about courses to elect. ^

~ ' ' ■ 



as junior assistant agents Is pro 
vlded for a limited number of 
students following their junior 
year. Usually more home demon- 
stration agents are hired as assist- 
ants because of the relative 
shortage Of houm demonatntlon 
agents. ' . 

County, home demonstration, 
and 4-H agents are hired by the' 
various county Agricultural Ex- 
tension councils (composed of 
nine members from the county) 
and a dtstribt agent representing 
the director of Bxtension service. 

W'hen a candidate for a county 
extensioon position Is accepted he 
receives supervised training as an 
assistant agent. Part of this 
training is given in special classes 
taught by Extension staff mem- 
bers at K-SUte and part by work- 
ing with experienced agents. 
Every Kansas extension worker is 
a member of the K-State faculty 
and an official depantment of agri- 
culture representative, nccordlna 
to Dean Williams. 

Salaries In extension compare 
favorably with other positions re- 
quiring agriculture or home ec 
training, and with those in other 
professIottB, such as beginning 
lawyers and doctors. Beginning 
salaries are usually |i,000 for

Persons in extension must like 
people, however, because their 
jobs are to help people them- 
selves—not. as is sometimes 
thought, just to Improve live- 
stock, crops, kitchens, and cloth, 
ing. Modem farm people are 
well-informed but they need help 
in seeing how to apply new ideas. 

The ultimate goal of the exten- 
sion program, according to the 
Department of Agriculture, is for 
each farm family to apply all of 
the available ideas through eduJ* 
cation to get what they want anff 
need out ot lite.

The problem of ciiisKmom cheating was anr- 
VBf^ recently by a c6mmtttee at the ITnlrenlty 
0t Wisconsin and It came up witb sevenU Important 
fiictbn wMch often have been overlooked. 

It reported tliat one of tlie basic faults Is that 
present day educatiunal attitudes do not lecogQize 
students as •dnlts with adttlt reeponslMlttfes. 

Tbf survey noted tbat the "explanation ctf the 
aeeniiug prevalence of classroom dishonesty Is per> 
l^pt to he fonttd tn an academic context which 
doeti not Hufflclently enconitige students tt> firow 
up; to develop an adult sense Qtt moral and in- 
telleetual refiponslhlllty ..." 

'.The report was based on interviews with stu- 
dents aiul fafiilty uicitiber.-; st^lerted at random 
ff-oni those who had completed one or mure of 
the courses Included in the group being checked. 

Tills 1 (iru liiwioii demands the study of all per- 
Udus coii(iei!ted with the Held of edueatlon. The 
avowed purpose of all education should be to help 
develop the minds and bodies of the sttidentB so 
they cHii be((H)K' worthwhile adults. If they are 
not getting thHt sort uf training while in college, 
then college is not achieving Its ptirpose. If stu- 
dentH are treated like (hildriMi while in college 
they will be likely fo continue to act like children 
after they are out^ 

But even mork' s^'riuns than (hia is the insbiUa- 
tion of the hahU nt c heatinR. The cnndnsion of 
the University of Wisconsin report indicates that if 
•the.stndeiils were treated as adults, it they de- 
veloped an adult sense of moral and intollecthal

TIh basic answer to this Is obvious. Both stu- 
dents and teachers need to recognize that the other 
gruiii) is on the campus for a i>urpose other than to 
cause trouble.

The title and award were conferrtd at the Sixth 
Annual Award Dinner of the Kational Cartoonists 
Society Wednesday during the climax of the an- 
nual convention of the American Newspaper Pub-

And until' Ji»t recently 
when China haa adopted some 
Western customs, all- Chinese 
brldM were mftrrt^ in red drettea. 

Brides in the> American colonies 
werra't as much concerned about 
tbe color of the gown as they were 
about its heauty and elegance. 
They Just wore the most expensive 
drtMM tb^ could afford. Ac- 
cording to records the first time 
an all-white gown was made pur- 
posely for a wedding in the colo- 
aiet was in 1818 In Soutti Caro- 
Una. 

IN THE COLONIBB, Just as the 

brides diverged from tradition by 
choosing colors other than white 
for their wedding garb, they did 
not coosidei' tbe veil a necessary 
article of ttel costume. The first 
American bride to wear a veil was 
supposedly Nellie Custls,- adopted 
daugh^ of George Wublngton. 
She wore one of her wedding gifts, 
a beautiful scarf, pinned to her 
Qottfvre on ber wadding day in. 
^789. 

Veils were first used among the 
primitives as a means of keeping 
evil spirits away from the bride. 
Their primary object was to pro- 
tect her from the "evil" eye of 
bar husband. So Important was

There Is the story that In "Sn- 
glaud tbe bride's veil may have 
been nothing more than a millt- 
ner's snbstitttte for flowiiic ^Ir, 
which In the old times concealed 
much of the bride's face as she 
knelt at tbe alur. At least, Eflza- 
beth Stnart, dangbter of James I. 
refused to wear a veil at her -wed- 
ding, saying that It was unneces- 
sary since nature bad given, .bar 
such an "abuiidfuiee. of ctceumflu- 
ent hair." 

In Roman tlnta both the biMde 
and bridegroom wore wreaths' of 
flowers and sacred plants on their 
heads. Myrtle, Which they ^n- 
sidered the flower of the gods, wjis 
thelf favorite, and because of fts 
longrlasting freshness they used 
it aa.a symbol of ever loyal duty 
and affection. 

Hoses and lilies-of-the-valley 
were popular long ago in England 
because of their delicacy and fra- 
grance. The wearing of red roses 
in t^e hair by English brides be- 
came associated with June, the 
month of roses, and so started the 
tradition that June was the month 
for marriages. 

Llbng ^o fertility was consid- 
ered synonymous with good luck 
and happiness, end since the 
orange tree bean fruit and blooms 
at tbe same time, and in all sea- 
sons, its connection with the Idea 
of fertility Is clear. 

M for the wedding ring, no one 
knows who invented that. Some 
think that the Pharaohs of £gypt 
were the first to sketch tihe circle 
«■ a symbol nf pternlty and to 
apfrly the belief that the ring was 
a heavenly sign of life tliat had 
no beginning and no ending.

would keep his soul from escap- 
ing, so when be captured bis mate 
he bound her waist, ankles, and 
wrists to make sure that ber.apirlj; 

In time 
this was changed to binding of 
the vrists only; and finally a rush 
ring wpven aronnd the finger wa#' 
sufficient to keep the spirits In 
cheek. Later a permanent ring 
of ivory, ijint, or amber was sub- 
stituted for tbe roj^ to symbolize 



power. ' 

^At fii^ the ring was worn on 
any one of the fingers of the right 
hand. For the proiiMtlon of the 
ring Itself, it was often worn on 
the Uttle finger, that one being 
the least active. Some say that af- 
ter several centuries the wedding 
ring was changed to the third fin- 
ger of the left hand since the vein 
in tiiat finger was thought to be 
most intimately connected to the 
heart, the seat of love. 

When gold rings replaced those 
of iron or brass In the ceremonies 

of the second century the bride 
usually had two rings — an iron 
one to wear In tbe honse, and the 
gold one for dresa-np wear — Just 
as today's homemaker makes a 
distinction between her hotise- 
dress and her street dress. 

Near the first part of the pres- 
ent century platlnnm came Into 
vogue, ranking high with gold 
which bad been used for decades 
— either natnral or in tints of 
green, pink, or white for the wed- 
ding band. By the time ol the sec- 
ond World War when platinum was 



a best-selier, the supply of silver 
and platinum bad to be cut off 
because of Ibelr iaportanee tn in- 
dustrial processes. Rings reverted 
hack to gold, though the supply 
ot that, -990 somewhat lim- 
ited. 

In 1944 tbe revival of the old 
English custom of double-ring

The latest is at Simporia State Teacliers college, where 
the Student Council Itred the editor of the school's paper, 
the Bulletin, because he'd put out a E^ial issue last 
Wednesday, telling about the 174 signatures on a potion 
asking for an amenclment you to the studm eonstitution. 

Immediately Bcven other staff iBittlhers reslgaed fm- 

test of the Council's action. 

Principal issue between the ^Bulletin staff and the Stu- 
tieiit Council is wli ether the Student Council is the official 
puljlisher of the pajier or whether the editor is in control. 
A student's appointiiient as editor is made by the Student 
Council, usually on the recommendation of the newspaper's 
faculty adiEiidr, aAd Ih^ mwimt CmmW allocates funds 
to the fiuUettn. 

Last Wednesday's extra edition was printed after the 
CouncU had refused to grant % special appropriation at 
the editor's request, but th© ^ra edition had been ap- 
proved by the Bulletin's faculty adviser. 

^ In announcing their rmtlgnatlbns. staff members said: 

"Since publication of the extra edition was approved by 
the Bulletin's adviser, and since the editorial staff feels 
that the Council's action was an attempt to muzzle the 
student press at E-State in respect to an editorial criticism 
of what the staff considers to be an undemocratic action, 
the staff resigns in protest of the Council's action." " 

The president of the Emporia State Student Council said 
that It is up to the students to decide the tisue. In suspend- 
in s the editor, the Student Council charged hini with mis- 
ai)propriatiou of funds and opposition to Cduncll direc-* 
tivcs. 

The affair will he interesting to follow from here, for 
the Student Council was presenting Its side of the issue 
in a convocation at the school this morning. We are won- 
dering which the nearly 1,000 Emporia Stagers w ill favor— 
a^free prew or control of editorial policy.

Freedom of Press Loses Battle; 
Council Controls E-State Paper 



I<''rt'od()!ii of the PresH loKt another battle 
this week a.s the Slurteiu Council took over 
the Emporia State Hulletin. 

Last week the Cotnuil fired the editor 
and scheduled an all-Ktudent convocation 
Monday to air both slde» of the argument. 
At thia convoofltiott both tbe former ' editor 
and' the M^Qi CJoniictl presentet tbebr 

Immediately after tbe ooiivocatlkm a pe- 
tition was presented to tbe Studeot Council 
•flktng for a vote In Friday's all-s< hool elec- 
tion cither in favor of tlie Student Coun- 
cll'ti action in suspending the editor or in 
support of the editor. Unt tlie Council voted 
against bubmitting a supplementary ballot 
to the electors. 

Seven other staff memheirs reatgned in 
protast after the editor's dlsmlssil. 'The 
former sports eAiimt a soplioinore, has been , 
named editor in chief for the remainder of 
the year by the Student Council. (He is also 
a fraternity hrotl^rof the Stu<j|ient Council 

president.) 

Tlie Council charges the former editor 
with misappropriation of funds and viola- 
tion of Council directives in publishing a 
1-page extra edition last Wednesday. 

In Monday*s convocation tiie ex-editor 
. claimed it was impossible for him to be 
charged with misappropriation of funds be- 
cause Che Bulletin's faculty advi^ had ap- 
proved the extra edition. He also said the 
Council did not take any formal vote on 
his request for a special appropriation to 
print the extra edition. 

The only argument given by the Student 
Council was that the Bulletin's business 



manager had informed the Council 'that he 
did not know of the extra edition. 

Both the editor and business manager of 
tlie Emporia State papfer are appointed by 
the Student Council. The latter group also 
allocate funds for the BuUethi's publica- 
tion.

The honor system in, today's fol leges 
would be a wonderful system if it would 
work. The weakness in siuh a system is 
that it is tof) ifiealistir. For example, out 
of every 1,000 students there is surely one 
student that wii get away with about any- 
thing he can. 

The fault of the system is that the honest 
student is going to be under a handicap. As 
a result he may decide that If his feltow 
sUrdent msL chtat. then io caa be ; therefore, 
he WAT tvismm the handicap and he ahle 
to compete on a more even basis with his 
fellow student. Of course, there is always 
the possibility of turning this student in 
and becoming a "tattle-tale." There are 
very few self-respecting students that would 
do thto as this "tattie-tale" huslness has 
been impressed on tbeini alnee grade school. 

If the honor system were to be Installed, 
the colleges and universities would have to 
Aereen their prospective students very thor- 
oughly. After all, it would take a lot less 
effoit for an unsccupuJoua person to gei 
tiitough ischool under the honor system 
plan. Bven with careful screening many 
iindesirable Individuals would be sure to 
gain entrance to a college and graduate. 
The chances are that under this system lie 



will tend to give the school and institutions 
like It a bad name. 

If the present system is handled bo as to 
take away the temptation, and posslbtUties 
in some cases, of cheating it is by far the 
l)est plan of the two. By this system the 
high standards of colleges and universities 
will be maintained.

Manhattan's registered voters 
will decide tomorrow whether or 
not to remodel the city airport so 
It can aoeottmodate eommerelal 

airlines. 

The otty Is asking the voter's 
authorisation to issue $55,000 in 
bonds. Proponents of the bond 
Issue say there will be oo extra 
ctmt to taxpayers. The rent trotn 
Continental airlines Will n^fft the 
bonds, they say. 

The city Is now planning to use 
$850 a year from airport rent and 
about $200 a month from the air 
carrier to ^y tlie bsoiAs. 

Those favoring the bond issue 
believe that the 00,000 people liv- 
ing in the Manhattan-Jnnotlon 
City-Port Riley area have needed 
regularly scheduled airline facili- 
ties for years. They point out that 
many of the population used the 
scheduled airlines of Kansas City 
or Wichita in spite of the incon- 
venience Of driving to those air- 
porUi. 

For the next tew years, bond 
advocates say, no Improvementa 
other than those In the bond issue 
will be needed at the airport. 

Continental officials have in- 
spected the- airport and decided 
that the airline will furnish its 
own air-ground communications 
system and weather facilities. No 
control tower will be needed. 

The bond issue to be voted on 
tomorrow was called a sound in- 
vestment by Chamber of Commerce 
offtclals who pade a reeent sonrsf 
of Manhattan^ air tnuiap«Kilten 
needs.

Army Efnglneera at St. Joee^, Bfo., 
and the National Guard Unit In 
Topeka. Appropriations hare been 
made also to provida the city with 
boats of Its own tor aneh an 
emergency. 

FoUovlng laat year** flood, the 
City of Manhattan purchased land 
at the southeast corner ot the 
city. This was the first area to 
be flooded In Manhattan last year 
and now, since It haa been acquired 
by the city, H hold BO BVtVlte 
property. 

Although 2;74 more inches of 
rain have fallen this year than at 
this same date In 196 1, the rmlna 
have been lighter and lees fre- 
quent. 

Mayor Z. R. Hook, official river 
observer, explained "light rains 
produce light runoff and the river 
is able to absorb a slow runoff 
moro eaeily.'* Hook was ap- 
pointed river observer last spring, 
"I'm supposed to be In charge of 
this river," he laughed, **but It 
got a little out of hand last July." 

THE KAW Rn^KIl crested last 
Tuesday night at 1S.T feet, more 



than a foot above Its na^qral 
banks, but it has receded consid- 
erably since then. The Thursday 

morning reading WM SllKhtly 
above 12 feet. 

As long as tha river remains 
above 12 feet, however, a bulletin 
of river conditions, styled as a 
vehicle of civil defense, will be 
printed as much as three times 
dally. 

The bulletin la dlstrtbuted by 
members of the Mknhatui police, 
force to radio ataUoas, news- 
papers, civil jlefense. grou]^, and^ 
interested townspeople. 

A special committee for flood 
defense has been aet up by the 
Manhattan Jaycees. Hraded by 
Melvin Dodd, it works to co-ordin« 
ate defense efforts and prepara- 
tion of Manhattan hnslnonnaen.

Art Exhibit in Anderson 
Features Cranbrook Work

A leaping monk, an armadillo 
and a young nan's head, all pieces 
of sculpture, hold center of in- 
terest lo the 75 piece art exhibit 
displayed on tlia. aaeoad fioar of 
Anderson. 

The work was done at the Cran- 
brook Aeademy ot Art in Mich- 
igan. Not only sculpture but also 
metal and design work, paintings, 
weaving, and ceramlCa are in- 
ciuded in the display. 

Sterling silver has been shaped 
into rlngt, a knife and fork, neck- 
laces, cuff links and a crucifix. A 
large Irregular shaped bowl has 
been made of copper and etlver 
plate. 

COPPER RED and dark blue 
vases are in the pottery display. 
Different kinds of glazes have been 
used to give color and textnre to 
the vaeei. 

Twenty lengths of fahrlc3, each 
six feet long, are displayed in the 
room to the left of the aenlptare 
table. Some of the fabrics have 
been painted by the silk screen 
method. A self plaid design is 
the result of contrasting texture, 
weave and thread. Yellow jute 
and white metallic thread are 
among the types of material need 
for the weaving. 

Paintings, many of which have 
been done in oil, are displayed 
abore the cases in the hall. Many 
of the designs are abstract. Pen 
and ink sketches are shown in the 
haU extending at the right of the 
sculpture table. 

SCRKKN, NEWSPAPER, woods, 
rusty and shiny metal, and card- 
board has been used to make a 
"Collage." This is a French word 
meaning to paste and is used to 



describe problems in texture. 

Cranbrook, where this work was 
done, consists of a community of 
working artists. The^ do creative 
work nnder the guidaiee 6f otti- 
standing teachers.

The Institute was establlsbed 
under a grant from the William 
Volker dharlties. incorporated, of 
Kansas City, MlsaonH.

Institute methods are different 
from most others employed on the 
campus. There are no standard 
textbooks or lectures in Institute 
eonraes. lafomal rbandtables are 
principal means of teaching. 
Speaking and talking abUlty, aad 
competence of expression are pro- 
moted. 

There are approxlmalely 30 
students majoring in Citizenship, 
according to Prof. Al Eldridge. 
Of these, IS are freshmen who 
are attending Kansaa State on 
1200 scbolarsblps. The wlnaera 
of thesft scholanhlps are ptehed 
from outstanding atodent gradu- 
ates of Kanaaa hlth schools. The 
winners of these scholarships must 
Agree to stay eiuvUed In the In- 
stitute for one full year, after 
which they may switch carrlc- 
lUama, if tbef desire.

It has 
been Mtlmated by one of the staff 
members that more than half of 
the students have never heard ot 
the Institute. "I don't think any- 
one should graduate from collide 
without taking at least one Instl- 
tuto couree," remarked an Ag 
sophomore who Is currently en- 
rolled la a ctttaenidilp eoarae. 

Pt'NDH FOR the Institute from 
the Volker Cbaritlea will be ea- 
pended by June, 196t. If tbe 
Institute of Cltlxenahlp is to con- 
tinue, Its budget mast come from 
a new aource, namely, thf* state, 
or a new private grant.

.Qf General Eaucation

la partlclpatiat In « tettlns program to •ralnale general education 
coanea. 

The study, sponsored b/ the Amerlran Council on Kducation, is to 
test the eftecUveneBs ot general education, according tu l>r. Elarl 
Edgar, aaaoelate director of the laatlittte of dtteenalitp and chaimian 
of the K-state teatlng eommlttee. The 10 MOteiola ««rk togetlier 
ihrnuRh a central Htaff, 

Courses being tested on this campus are Man and the Cultural 
World. BtoloKT In Relation to Han, Man's Pbyste^ Wo<rld. Man and 
tlie Social World. Written Communications, and course in the Tnf^titnte 
of Citizenship. Areas covered are communications, critical thinking, 
thumanltles, natural scteiicea, soelal sclenees, and attltndM, values. 
ai|d peivonal adlnstsiMits. 

THK SA>IK TKSTH ar« glvm tO the Same Htudf-nt.s in the fall, 
hefore they take one of these courses, and In the spring after they 
had had the course, to see It there Is any improvement. 

Plnit of an. Ht. Edgar fficplalns, the loter-coUege committee on 
tl>p tPKt in each area had to set up the objectives it wanted the test 
to cover. Then the committee had to set up the items to test these 
ohdectlves and develop the teaU. 

.Faculty members were asked, n ) What are these courses trying to 
aceom^tob?: «Jtd (2) Uow well are they accomplishing these objec- 
tives? 

Dr. Edgai' emphatsizes that the study has not concerned itself 
With the problem of whether the objectives are the right objectives 
or not. The tests are to see how well the course Is achieving the 
obleetlves the faculty baa set for it. Also, oalf a few objectives In 
each course have been nelected for the study, 80 the tests will not 
show a complete evatuutlou of each course. There were no suitable 
teats available to test the objectives set up by ew^ committee, so 
new testa bad to be developed. ^ - . 

THB PUItPO.SKS of the program for this campus are a more effec- 
tive atatement of obieutives, a measurement of student progress 
toward objeettves, and improvement of Instrttctton. - \ 

The eommlttf-e on humanities is trying to measure the esthetic 
Activities of stu<lentH through their vocabulary of esthetic and philo- 
sophical terms, their participation in the arts, their attitudes toward 
the arts, and the erlterto by which tbey Judge art products. 

Prof. Helen Elcock, Of the English department and chairman of 
the campus committee on humanities, says the teats are to show all 
that cornea from the humanities and to mMuinve a change In atti- 
tude in the arte. 

"nKMUL/TH from the attitude test last fall indicate that many 
Students have good attitudes towards the artis, htid'so ttttflr attitudes 
iBffldnt olianKe mueh. However, If we flBd that attitudes aren't 
inprovln;; as they shomld, W9 might ohtapi the ooBiie (Cillti|jral 
World)." she says. 

The participation test tries to find out the kindt ot activities people 
pursue in the humanities and also the freqtteaojr, intensity, and ap- 
preciation with which they participate. The critical judgment test 
tries to see if the student can apply a set of art principles to a work 
of art and through this appUoation show what judF;ment he has. 

"In the humanities we have to go beyond knowledge," Prof. Elcock 
adds. "We have to enjoy. We are not testing facts in these tests: 
we are teattng intangible elements ot feeling and action. Nobody 
kftows whether the testing program will be successful or not.'* 

THK OIUKCTIVKS to be evaluated by the committee on natural 
sciences are the ability to apply scientific knowledge to new problems 
agd sltnatloaa, the ability to read and •nralnate new artli^ea and 
popular writings on scientific developments, and an understanding of 
the point of view with which a scientist approaches his problems, 
aeeordlng to Dr. M. J. Harbaugh, chairman of the campus committee 
Ot natural aetenees. 

The tests in natural science were given to ttudvnto in Uan's Ph^^cal 
World and Btolo«y In Relation to Man. 

"TIm parpoae ot general education eouraes la to teaeh the student 
1o think," says Or Harbaugh. "We are giving these tests to see if 
the student can learn to apply his knowledge and to think for himself." 

The test given to atudeuta in Man and the Social World Is dealgned 
to show how well the student can analyze and draw conclusions about 
social sciences, according to Golda Crawford, chairman of the campus 
social science committee. The iuter-coiiege committee on social 
a^encea states that the social sciences contribute to general education 
by providing the student with the princlplee and illforniatl«m tof 
critical thinking about the social sciences. 

Two tests, critical thinking and attitudes tests, are given to all 
students in general education courses. Critical thinking refers to 
mental abilities used in solving problems. Attitudes are an im- 
liortant determiner of what a person Is able or not able to learn, able 
Of not able to do. 

THK CItITIt\'\li THINKIMG test is to determine how much students 
improve in the ability to recognize, define, and solve problems, ac- 
cording to Dr. Cecil II. Miller, chairman ot tin' <-;nii)u]s comoiittec on 
critical thinking. It will also show* — 

if the student can distinguish be- 
twtHni valid and invalid reasoning

The youth of S*pmm are look 
Ing: for leaders to take the place 
of the American occupation 
forces." reports Marie Lipka, re- 
cently returned miaalonarjr wlio 
was oa the eaniraa last weeli. 

Some of the itttdant leaders in 
tlM Ji^aaeia eoilecaa and nniver- 
•ttlMi are looU&c to Communtsni 
tor tbm leadership necessary to 
keep Japan on bar teat fiiuincial- 
l7 and aoeWBf. Thwe stndeiita. 
the intellects and aophtsticates, ap. 
pear to have a naive misconcep- 
tloa of the situation in Russia and 
her lalellMa eountries and stresa 
the pare tonn of Commnniam, iIIm 
Lipka M^d. 

At preaant there ia no itrons 
Christian leader In the country, 
but the jrouth program is growing 
staadUy and a leader for the coun- 
try mmj corae from thla GlurtiUui 
youth morement. 

Ouly one-half of one per e«nt 
of the population belongs to the 
Christian faith. This is partially 
accounted tor by the fact that it 
to mora dirtiettlt to Join the church 
in Japfta than in America. The 
Japanwe communicant must an- 
swer many questions about his 
faith before he is accepted Into 
the church. 

However, Mias Lipka nald that 
the Japanese Christian is deeply 
miieMffiad Ahont deep theological 
QMatimH and feels a need for 1n- 
telleefnali Christian literature. 
"Repofttad requeiti ara made for 
books hy Bmil Brunner and Rain- 
hold Kethuhr," she said. 

Coinnientlng on the educational 
system in Japan, she stated that 
the student Is earnest and sincere 
in his desire to obtain an educB< 
Uoa. The German theory of edu- 
cation — lecture and rote recitation 
— Is used in the schools. This Is 
due to the shortage of text books, 
paper, and pencils, 

Miia Ldpka streaaed the respect 
the Japanow atndent haa for hie 
teacher. At the end of each class 
session, the student bows and 
thaaka tiia teacher tor the iMson. 
Particularly feted in this Oriental 
manner is the profesBor of phil- 
osophy.

Bright red, green, and yellow 
paint now being applied to ottie^ 
and ctmsroom walls contrasti 
sharply wWh the "institutional 
buff" that was formerly used ou 
nil the College walle. 

The color that can be used on 
College rooms has always been de- 
cided by the College vrestdent. 
When the College was first or- 
ganized only the basic buff, still 
present in many rooms, could be 
used, H. F. Gingrich, maintenance 
superintendent aays.

Married Students Wprk More, Earn 
Higher Grades Than Single Classmates

Married stndentt carry more 
hon» of classes than single stu- 
dents, make a higher grade point 
average, and spend more hours 
wortcing part time, according to a 
purvey recently eondncted by the 
Vxtension organlsatloa m»A voU^ 
cies class. 

Single students spend more 
hours attending organizations, 
bold more offices In these or- 
ganlmtione. and spend more time 
on Other social actlvltlea than thetr 
married classmates, 

Stn dents interviewed for the 
survey were a two percent sam- 
pling of the student body. Repre- 
sentation was selected according 
to the class, school, marital statu,s, 
aud sex of the students, said Leon- 
ard Neff, teacher ot the retention 
class taking the survey. 

Seventy-foar percent of the stu- 
dents interviewed were men and 
twenty-sir percent women. From 
a group of 100 students, 24 rei>- 
resented the ag school; SI. arts 
and sicences, 12, home economics: 
16 engineering, 9, veterinary, and 
9, graduate school. 

Working part time doesn't low- 
er the grade average, the survey 
showed. Students who worked had 
.% higher grade point average tlian 
J|o«» Who dM aot. TiM daw ftei 



(Conducted the survey attributed 
1his to better management of time. 
Nearly half of the students work 
part time. Single students worked 
an average of 12.5 hours while 
married siudeuts worked 20.7 
hoars a week. 

Only one third of the students 
held an office iu some organiza- 
tion. The single students held 
more offices than the married. 
Single students spent an average 
of 4.4 hours a week attending or- 
ganisations while married students 
spent S.7. 

Extra activities were baUtved 
to be beneficial by 85 percent ot 
the students. The home economics 
gals participated in the most ac- 
tivities. However, the survey 
found that home ec stndente car- 
ried a lighter load in the classroom 
than the boys in the other schools. 

The average student was If. I 
years of age. He carried 16,1 
credit hours and made a l.S grade 
average. If this average student 
was one of the 50 percent who 
worked and one of the 77 percent 
who participated In organisations, 
hour.9 were spent working 
and 3.9 hours were spent attend- 
ing eolleg* organfauitioas each 
week 



in this way. He was 1.4 yeors 
older, apent 11 hours less a week 
in elam, made a grade point of 
.02 lower and worked 1.3 hours 
more a w^ek. He participated two 
percent uos in or^nlxations and 
spent ] .9 hours less a week attend- 
ing these organizations. 

The home ec student bad a five 
percent lead in participation in 
organizations. She was .6 year 
younger, spent 1.1 houtn I'^ss in 
class, worked five hours more, 
and spent 3.7 hours leas attending 
organizations. 

The engineering student was al- 
so .« year younger than the av- 
erage student. He fpent .9 hour 
more in class a week, had a ,02 
lower grade point average, worked 
2.8 hours less, participated four 
percent less in organizations 
spending an average of 2.2 hours 
in organizations during the week. 

The arts and seleneea student 
spent the most time attending or- 
ganization. Also .$ year younger, 
he spent .1 hour less In elMS. re- 
ceived .02 lowt'r srade average 
while participating in three pef- 
cent more organlsatieas. 

The veterinary itndent was the 
oldest and received the highest 
gr^ arerage ot all college stu> 
dents. He apent 8.« hours

The side wallsi of the long nar- 
row classroom are painted yellow.

The end Of 
the room containing the blaek- 
boards is painted Kreen. The green 
lessens the color contrast l>etween 
•the blacnoard and aurroundlng 
wall. The opposite end is painted 
red. This color, like the green, 
tends to shorten the length ot the 
room. A yellow eelUng Is nsnd to 
reflect light. 

The light reflecting quality of 
colors havf' a (lerinitf prfect on 
the visability within tlie room, 
pointed on-t Helm. A. white ceil- 
ing is bfst wlion indirect lighting 
is used bet;au.sc white reflects the I 
greatest amount of light. A marked 
contrast between the color of the 
blackboard and the surrounding 
wall tends to dra w tlie eye to the 
edge of the blackboard. A coot 
shade such es green ts believed to 
teesen eye strain. 

The basic butf which Is funda- 
mentally warm In hne Is bard on 
the student's eycM*. watd Helm. The 
pvlnelpal reason for using the draij 
buff, according io R. F. Gingrich 
of the maintenaiifc deparlmenl. 
was that it Is cheaper and easier 
to maintain and repair. Nut as 
inn eh pip:nKMit is needed for the 
l)ufr color as fur darker colors. 

A warm grey trim was nted on 
the woodwork at one time to com- 
plement the basic buff. Permis- 
sion was later granted to use 
chocolate brown on the wains- 
coating. Special permission was 
granted to change the color of an 
art studio in the architecture de- 
partment to a grey green. This 
change in color ea^ied ttadenta' 
eyestrain, saicj Helm. 

During KiHonhower's adminis- 
tration permission was granted to 
use pale green, light yellow, and 
a pale pink, In addition to the In- 
st itutioaat buff. 

Rooms now being painted for 
the Institute of Citizenship the 
Counseling Bureau, and the Dean 
of StudenU office will all make 
use of varied, brighter eolort.

Lafene. First, many students eat 
IrregnlArly or eat in commercial 
eating estahllshmenta where there 
are Inefficient vitamins and nu- 
trients in the 4lets, and aecond, 
some students hove grown np with 
pronounced dislikes for certain 
foods and quite often develop 
, vitamin or nutritional deficiencies. 

Literally we are the products of 
what we eat, end tlwt can be more 

profound than the individual may 
realise. Mental health, teeth and 
litfBe atrnetnre, and all hody tisanes 
and physical functions are depen- 
dent upon what one eats, Lafene 
said.

Col. Itz Says He Won K-State Letter

Theo 
be was stationed at Columbia 
University to permit bim to get hie 
Kasler's at that school. He com- 
pleted his Master's essay In 1950- 
51, and in 1951. be beard of tbe 
vacancy existing here so be ap- 
plied for the job, and got it.

Just a little more than a year 
ago Larry (Moon) MuUins moved 
into the atbletlc director's office 
here at Kansas State. Since that 
time bis friendly Irish smile, 
.varm handshake, and amazing ca- 
pacity for bard work baa earned 
ixim the respect of all people eon- 
uected with K-State. 

Ttte former Notre Dame full- 
bark, who learned his foirtlMdl 
under the old master himself, 
Knnio Rockne, has been m out- 
standing man fn athletic circles 
for many year*.. A brief look at 
hla record before he came to Kaa- 
Ms State wtll eertvtily bade this 

op- 
After sraduating from Notre 
Dame in 1931. Httllloa aomd as 

back field coach for a year at KU. 
jyae tbeu moved to St. Benedict's 
College at bead football . tnd 
iMsketball coach from 183S until 
1936, and his last cas» iquad 
(there lta4 a aparklimg 18*S record. 
Moon then moTed South for three 
rears as bead coach at Loyola, 
Kcnr Orteant, and. In 1940 ac- 
cepted the football coaching job 
at St. Ambrose coUeKC in Daven- 
fltort, Iowa. la his first year at 
the St. Ambr<»o belm, MulUns 
accomplished what T«ry tew foot- 
iball ( oaches bav^bMB able to do. 
Hia 1940 St. AnbroM rteven not 
only went tbrottfll tb» IMMOa un- 
defeated but alio itraiiit mrott^i 
lunacored upon. 

During tho war Moon took over 
as athletic director at Iowa Pre- 
ilight, and returned to St. Am- 
l>ro8e from 1947 until be accepted 
the job as athletic director here. 

A few months previous to his 
lliceepting the job at K-State, the 
Saturday Eveaing Post carried a 
Btory about hlj^i when he refuse4 
coaching position at Notre Da^e^ 
lie said he prefwred amall eol- 
leges, hut changed bis mind wben 
3ie was offered a job and a ebal- 
. Jenge here at K-Stato. 

MnUlns talked alioitt Kansas 
T>»tato tliei way a proud fatlier 
talk-s about Us son. "Wtien I first 
^came liem I stmply imwd into a 
Job,** said Mulllnfl, "but after be- 
Ing here a year I'm a tried and 
true K-8tater and jnst hs happy us 
I can be with niy poHltlon.** 

"One of iHe roost striking things 
that r have found here at ^nsas 
State Is the substantialness and 
realness of the loyalty shown by 
K-State studenta and alumni." 
MuIUns added, "I have seen wild- 
cat backers under two extreme 
situatious. Their Huppoit of ;i los- 
ing football team is nothing short 
of spectacular, and Bon« the less 
spectacular is the fine sportsman- 
ahlp they displayed at basketball 
games with a fine wtnttfng team 
to back." 

TrVlieii he spoke of thfi athletes 
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here, Muytna said be never saw a 

K-State team give less than their 
all, whether it be basketball or 
gymnvticB. 

"That's all we can asK of the 
boya," he said. "As for last year's 
football team, what 1 saw made me 
glow with pride. Although com- 
ing out on the short end of tho 
aeore most of the time the boys 
never gave up but kept on Im- 
proving with the final result being 
an upset vidory ovcNT tll» Mlstourl 
Tigers." 

"I don't tblnk this could have 
been accompllabed, however, with- 
out the boya havlnt faith in coach 
Bill Meek and hIa staff, and with- 
out the coachaa havtns tatth In 
the boys." 

A taiffo pare of tlie credit for 
imaktng hla life at K-Btate mm en- 
joyable one was given to tbo col- 
Vetsa arganlsationa be baa cOae In 
contact with, and the fine office 
staff ho has. Fritz Knorr and the 
great Job be la doing In the busl- 
newR office. Dr. Lafenm and tl»e 
ntudcnt health members who have 
co-operated *>o splendidly with 
trainer Porky Slorgan, the coaches, 
and the MaahattMi ChMuber of 
CouimeMa aad MtwlMritan resi- 
dents. 

"The athletes* cafeteria and 
dormitory has helped ua consider- 
ably, and of course we oan't over- 
look this fabuloua Field- House of 
ours." Mulllns went on to say 
that, "The Field House also has a 
lot to do with our getting «ome 
good atUetOf. Every new boy 
seems highly Impressed with our 
athlotie facilities." 

■"You know," MuUtns said, "we 
In the atbletlc department try to 
maintain a spirit of fair play in 
Intercollegiate competition, and 
as long as we do this, the adminis- 
tration, student body and alumni 
will back ua up one hundred per- 
cent. All of us want to wlUr but 
an honest effort is more Impor- 
taut, eveu ir .winning. One of my 
most Intereetlag jobs Is touring 
the state, and from a public rela- 
tions man's viewpoint the people 
of Kansas eye Kansaa State In a 
very favorable light." 

Asked about some of the hlgh- 
Ughts of Ma Unit year here. Moon 
paused for a moment and then 
!«ald, "First of all before I tell you 
tklK I'd like to say that. In luy 
very honest opinion, we have n 
coaching staff that is tho equal 
of any In this country. I thought 
the losH of Tex Winter would leave 
a gaping hole in our basketball 
staff, but we replaced liliii with otut 
of tbe finest young basketball 
coaches te the natloiit Doby Idim- 
bert." 

Taking the sports one by one, 
Mallltts aaid the greatwt football 
thiill he experienced here was the 
courageous play of tbe Wildcats 
against a tough, veteran Iowa 
eleven in Iowa City. "Since I 
spent a good deal of my life as a 
coach In the state of Iowa I waa 
extremely pleased when our team 
put on such a fine exhibition. Tbe 
spontaiieoua respect our boys re- 
ceived from the Iowa crowd made 
me awful proud ot them. Another 
outstanding feature of this game 
was the play of freshman Larry 
Hartshorn. Although he was play- 
ing; hia first game aa a collegian. 
Larry outbustled and outplayed 
every man on the Kawkeye tamm 
at his defensive tackle positioti." 

"In basketball I would have to 
pick the amazinc piHuebaek ata^d 
iiy a Wildcat cage aqnad hopeless- 
ly beaten at haltt^e by KU in 
the Big Seven preseason tourney. 
The- boya could almost have been 
forgiven for giving up, but no such 
thought entered their minds and 
they battled back fiercely, only to 
lose a heartbreaker by two points 
in overtime. I'U always remamber 
that game." 

One of Mulltns' favorite sports 



la wrestling, and he said the Kan^ 
sas State-Colorado State match 
iust season was the most exciting 
match, bar none, that he has ever 
watched. "Watching Thane Baker 
run also has given me some won- 
derftti nuHneats,'* added MttUtas. 

"T!ie most powerful offensive 
unit that I have seen since I've 
been here was the University of 
Tulsa's first string back field. The 
t>e9>t single performer 1 would say 
was Clyde Lovellette, with our 
own Don Upson getting my rot» 
as the smoothest performer. Dlek 
Towers' play against Oklahoma 
strikes me as being the moat pleaa* 
ant surprise, with Gene WltlOtt's 
hot streaks being the most spec- 
tacular."

That Is now 
tentatively set for June 2, but the term can be extended indefinitely 
at the coin's own pleasure. 

One veteran court official surmised that the decision wilt romr- 
tn about two weeks. But he admitted that not even the justices 
themselves can tell In advance how long they will spend in^dls- 
cu>jslug the Issues and in writing the opinions which may be cited in 
text books for decades to come as a landmark In AmerSeMi conatl- 
totlonat law.

fccttinR iiay formula for PO.OOO oil workers as the nationwide strike 
eatert'd ita third week and the government took t>e first step toward 
poeslbte gasoline rationing on an ar«i basis. 

The board met to rule on six agreements already reached in the 
industry. These settlements provide wage Ernsts ranging from 13 
to IS cents an hour. 

Chairman Nathan P, Feinslager said approval by the board of one 
ot tV.t'if" pacts would flfminate a major obstaclr (o ending the 
crippling strilie by setting a possible pattern for the entire industry. 

A 6oard spokesman said offlctals of the indostry and the tZ

Faculty Holds 'Reservations' on 
Academic Freedom at K-State

Does the K<#|ate Campus off^r 
Academic Freedom? The^miuis- 

t rat ion readily says, "Yes." Mem- 
bers of the teaching faculty seem 
more reserved about it. 

UeceiU iuterviews with several 
of the top administrative heads 
reveal agreement that seademic 
freedom exists. This is also true 
as far as some depart meutiil heads 
are concerned. However, in simi- 
lar Interviews with teachers there 
is some "I wouder." 

While many of the teaching 
faculty felt free to Interpret catu- 
pus attitudes, tliey all requested 
that they not be quoted. This may 
indicate possible limits of free- 
dom. ^ 

THK FRBPDOM of aetuall^ 

tearliiiiK is QOt the "freedom" in 
question, but the freedom to speak 
one's opinion In other matters of 
value on an* off of ihv ciimpus. 
and to be crKleal of the adminis- 
tration, and depAttment hea^. 

No OHO could offer a casf^ of a 
■faculty member In their experi- 
ence who had been throttled for 
teaching methods. 

Since tenure of teaching is close- 
ly allied to the teaching, it too, is 
questionable. 

WKIIMTFR DKFIXKK aeademic 
freedom as "freedom of a teacher, 
especially a college or university 
professor, to express the truth as 
he sees it; immunity of a teacher 
or pt-ofeusor from loss of position 
because of utiwesslon of Indivldtul 
opinioiM:^ 

The panel discussion held March 
26 at nn admin 1st ration-faculty 
forum was reportedly not satis- 
factory, becausf* the script was 
adhered to too closely. This ses-. 
nion was k^Id as a result of a re- 
quest of more tluui a year aRo. It 
was held "to further advance good 
and wholesome relationships be- 
tween ndministration and faculty." 

Administrative heads felt that 
such meetings should be held more 
frequently. 

' It is reported that the meeting 
helped in clearing up faculty-ad- 
ministration relationships. Many 
have felt that the meeliiiK in itself 
was unsatisfactory, because spe- 
cific cases were not allowed to be 
discussed. Only general discus- 
sion was considered, (Jeneraliza- 
ttous left tuany with questiooa that 
have yet been unauswered^ to their 
satisfaction. 

Fll<»M THI-; TOM-: of those in- 
terviewed, the limitation on free- 
dom lies at the department head

It was furthei' learned from an 
authoritative sou re, the machin- 
ery is in operation for a local chap- 
ter of the American Federation of 
Teachers. 

One member of the faculty 
pointed to this as a possible Indi- 



cation that more orK.inizatIon is 
necessary on tbe campus for better 
understanding between the admin- 
istrative faculty the teaehing 
faculty.

The job placement procedure at 
the Aff Khool reaemUea that of 
the other Hchools or dei^MUlUtnts 
on the campus. 

The Ag eenior. Joe Smith, first 
sees Assistant Dean C. W. MuUen 
In his office. There Joe geti the 
UfW^wn on the job iltttatloa ani 
fe* learns what kind of Jobs are 
avaUahle. what the pay range may 
be, and where the jobs are. After 
the talk Joe is given some forms 
to fill ottt. 

One form Is a general purpose 
blantc that Joe uses to put down 
U» Quatlttcatloiw. The form isn't 
filed in the Dean's office but is 
•ent by Joe to the company that 
he raif 1k» MfiaMfA ^klng 
for. 

The other forms are a set of 

index or placement cards that in- 
dttde Joe's first, second, and third 
chotce for lobs. One Is filed by 
Dean MDlleo under Joe's name, 
the second under his firai choice, 
and the tTblrA wider his second 
choice. 

THKHK CABPS are used by the 
Dean and department headti to 
find the right Job tor the right 
man and they bring Joe «iid llts 
future employer together. 

Twice each year Dean Mullen 
arranges to bave personnel men 
come to the campus to interview 
the Ag seniors. But when jobs are 
abundant and prospective em- 
ployes are scarce some seniors, 
upon the Dean's recommendation, 
are given traveling expenses by the 
personnel men to visit their cora- 
,PI|t}eB. meet key men, and be tn- 
^teiMewed. 

The Bbigineering School has an 
employment placement committee, 
with Prof. Unn Helander as chair- 
man, that is made up of the de- 
partment heads. The committee 
keeps In close contact with com- 
panies, sponsors talks on the cam- 
puB by personnel men, and ar- 
ranges for interviews wltb gradu- 
ating senloni. 

Tbe englneertoF; senior sees 
either Prof. LSnn Helander or Wil- 
son Tripp in his Junior year to be 
counselled on how to act at an 
interview and he is further told 
of the importance on deciding 
Upon the kind of engineering he 
plana to do. 

WHIEN HK KKTl'KNH to see 
alther Prof. Helander or Tripp he 
finds that be doesn't have to fill 
out any forms. But like his Ag 
friend be gets tbe low-down about 
euiCbieerlnK Jobs, the salary 
rangen. and where those Jobs are. 

Directly across I'rof. Helander's 
office Is a baUettn hoard that him 
letters from company officials in 
regard to Job qualifications, sal- 
ary ranges, working conditions, 
possibilities tor advancements, etc. 
From the letters the engineer can 

pick bis future eniiiloyer and sub- 
mit a letter of applicalion. 

The Art« and Science senior 
must see the heud of his depart- 
men I for Jol) placement. While 
the work of the departments may 
reaemble that of the Ag and En- 
gineering schools, one department 
may have a slightly different pro- 
cedure than another.

K-State Hazing 
Is Fairly Mild, 
Offickds Say

A recent movie in Manhattan 
entitled '*For Men Only." lam- 
baHled fraternities, particularly 
their informal initiations. Ac- 
cording to fraternity members, 
faculty members, and the chief of 
police, the Initiation as shown in 
"For Men Only" is not a true 
picture of the informal initiation 
at K-Sute. 

The Informal initiations put on 
by tbe fraternltlM have been the 
subject of many articles in recent 
years, and educators and fraternity 
men will admit it has been a 
problem on some campuses. 

After a survey of K-State 
fraternities, it was determined 
that the average fiell Week is 
about 3 days long, confined to the 
house, and permits the use of 
paddles to a limited extent. This 
does not come close to tbe Initis- 
\ tion as pletnrad In "For Hen 
Only," which was cruel, long, car- 
ried on in the open, and directly 
violate lava and good taate. 

QUKSTIONKD about the p re- 
initiation stunts at K-State, Prof. 
Merton Otto, faculty adviser of 
fraternities. King Cole, president 
of the Interfraternity conneil, and 
Dean of Students William Graig. 
all exprassed the opinion that the 
present system was good, but could 
stand improvement. Tliey all 
made it clear that they thought it 
would be desirable If the fraterni- 
ties could turn Hell Week into 
Help Week, with pledges doing 
some community project. 

Dean Craig said fraternities 
should keep their initiations on a 
plane high enough bo as not to be 
degrading to the school or fra- 
ternity. Professor Otto said there 
has been agitation in the IFC for 
all fraternities to join iifi "Help 
Week." 

NOT SO HKJH in praise of K- 
State Hell Week, was Dr. U. W. 
Lafene, student health head. Dr. 
Lafene reported that an occasional 
case comes to Student Health as a 
result of an Informal initiation. 
These cases are tew and tar be- 
tween, he emphasised. 

"When an individual's health is 
Jeopardized by initiatiou activi- 
ties, that is going boyond discre- 
tion."

"Fraternity men hnvp been real 
gentlemen in their initiation ac- 
tivities as far as I am concerned." 

Chief <ir I'olicr Clint Unite said. j,>s,>.i)h 
He expressed his appreciation, be- oe^i^ 
cause "they conld oanse u a lot 
of trouble." 

Don Hopkins, fraternity man. 
said tluit lie did not see the show, 
but he did not think there was 
brutal treatment of t^ledges at K- 
Rtate, "I'ledges are tomorrow's 
actives. We don't want to have a 
crippled, banged-up active chap- 
ter," Hopkins said.

K-State s Greatest 
WdS Ako a Hort Teacher 

Although K-State*s new Field House doesn't have a name yet, it's 
considered likely that It will be named after the man who probably 
did the most to make it possible — the late Mike Abearn. 

In 1904, AbMm was elected foreman of the greenhonse at Kansas 
State. He had li^ai ncd horticulture at Massachusetts State and came 
with the record of tootl^all, basketball, baseball, and ice polo player, 
but made no mention of bis ability to coach. That fall he was asked 
to coach the second taaan f^tall a^puul and mtjueattmA «fVii^oa* fAth 
a winning record. 

This was the start of not only a new era in Kansas State athletics, 
but also on* of ^» moat lllnstrlous cMCbes In Kuuna State histoid. 

In 1905, Mike became football coach. During tbe next six years, 
he totaled the greatest number of wins ever recorded by Kansas State 
In a similar span. His teams won S8 games, lost 12, and bad no ties. 

Mike's coaching talents were by no means limited to football. In 
1^06 he took over the basketball team, and in the five years he 
coached, the teams won 54 percent of tbeif games. Tbe only un* 
defeated baidietbatl team at Kansas State vaa eoa^i^ W .iUieam in 
1909-10. It won eight, and lost none. 

Baseball also showed great improvement under the Ahearn coaching 
abtHty. Mike prodneed his best team In 1908, with a retard of 14 
wins and 1 loss. 

During these years, Mike was Btill a full time instructor in borticul- 
ture, and in 191S was made a professor. In 1911. Mike Ahearn 
turned in his resignation as coach, feeling that his duties In the hor- 
ticulture department would not permit him enongh time to deroU 
himself to the coaching position. 

He did not loae contact wltb sports altogether though, for he 
served on the athletic hoard from 1912 until 1920. It was in 1!)20. 
that Mike bad to make the decision between horticulture and ath- 
letics. Z. O. Clevenger resigned as athletic director, and President 
W. M. Jardlne asked Ahearn to fill the varan^y. Mikf Aliearn ac- 
cepted the position and held it until 1946, when the jobs of head 
football coach and athletic director were combined. 

During the tbirties, Mike realized the necessity for a new Field 
House. He plugged the idea until finally in 1945, the first building 
appropriation was made. The following LellBlature made two more 
appropriations, whieb began a reatisatton of Mike's dreams. Tbe 
actual reality though, was never seen by Mike Ahearn. for he died In 
February of 1948, after 44 years of

Though credit courses offered 
by the home study department are 
limited, the department adds 
courses whenever there Is an evi- 
dent demand for them. 

There are others beeides K- 
State students who enroll tn the 
(omses. atrorcliiiR to Jesse Schall, 
head of the departdtent of home 
wtudy. "We also enroll teaehers, 
lirofessional and bllRlaeaa nieu. 
and high school grddliates who 
ean't attend college." 

Fees range from $6 an hour per 
course to $7.50 an hour for each 
nou -credit course taken. There is 
also a i2.50 reglstratlpn fee which 
must be paid. 

As soon as an enrollment card 
and lee are received at the de- 
partment of home study, the first 
iissisnments are sent out. The les- 
sons usually take the form of 
assigned readings, studies, prob- 
lems, and investigations, includ- 
ing a list ot Questions and direc- 
tions for a written report. 

As retJorts are received, addi- 
^tional assignmepts are mailed. The 
flillan keeps wort ftlw&ys at hand 
for ttip student, making it possible 
for the instructor to study the 
student's progress. The corre- 
spondence lesson usually is longer 
than- the average lesson in class- 
work. Eight correspondence les- 
sons are the equivalent of oue 
semester hour of college credit. 

In general, an hour a day spent 
in concentrated, study should en- 
able the average student to com- 



plete an assignment a week 
stated one student interviewed. 

K>Stat* is at tlio vroMiit the 
only college or universiiy in the 
United States which maintains a 
separate ^Hifeti^lor tit lioill* fttoty 
students. 

When a student completes a. 
home study course, an examina- 
tion must be taken for credit. 
These may be taken In the office 
of the home study department, 
under the dean or registrar of any.

The Departmeiit ot Home Study 
is a member of the National Uni- 
versity Extension association com- 
prising ap^proxlmatoly 80 leading 
universities with whom extension 
credits are iuterchaugeable..

Our group 
of six girts had finiahed: the 24 
majors were Just beginning. 

We had learned a lot managing 
each of the houses we lived in. 
And we'd had lota of fun, too. 

It all began back in February 
for US. That's w&ea w» aovtid to 
the homes ftl ts» fiiit ot the s^ 
m^er. 

HOMK HIAKAOISSnCNT is sort 

of a summary course ot th.' nwijor 
home ec courses. For we've got 
to know how to hndget. cook, 
launder, clean, and in general how 
to manage the home . . . and also 
take time out to attend elassM. 

But. as wp six girls aRreiMi at 
the first meetiug, no mutter bow 
hard the biscuits or how muddy 
the floor, it's the co-operation and 
willingness of the "family" to get 
along together that really counts. 

Not all senior home ec girls take 
the course. The girls in home 
demonstration work. teaching, 
food demonstration, household 
economics, and Journalism with 
elect! vcs in household economics 
are required to take it. A few 
students take it as an elective. 

M.4RRII(!D STTBKIfTS In the 

course live in the house Only half 
of the time. That is thegr only live 
in one house, whereas the rest of 
us live in two. They nUo sleep in 
tlieir own home but have a special 
project for the course. 

Though there are only two 
buildings ^or home management, 
the girls live in three different 
homes. One building Is a duplex. 
Each home is considered in a dif- 
ferent Income group. 

The lowest lev^ home is not in 
the low income group tn the coun- 
try, however, but is lower than 
average tor a couple Just getting 
out of college. The medium in- 
come home was planned with 
"comfort in Uving " in mind, and 
the home known as the IVigh In- 
come home is for the professional 
family who entertain quite often. 

OVR F.\MII^Y started out in 
the latter, the profi^ssioual home. 
It's Elleu Richards lodge, named 
for the first president of the 
Ann l ii Jdi HoBM Eeooonilca asso- 
ciation. 

Since we were "living in lux- 
ury," we planned onr men Is on 
80 cents a day per person. So 
Including our advisor and we six 
gii-ls, w© sprat fill a day for 
food, or approximately that. A 
few cents eitiieir way was not hcfld 
against us. 

We had all the conveniences we 
might ever want tn thto home — 
automatic washer, dishwasher, 
garl>age disposal, clothes dryer, 
home freezer. 

When he moved to Margaret 
Ahlboru lodge — planned with 
ronifort tn mind — we spent most 
of our time there lounging In the 



living room. We didn't mind 

washing dishes by hand and hang- 
ing up clothes when we had a 
comfortable Uvint room to go to 

afterwards. 

WHIUi: THKRK we enterUlned 
our friends at a party. Part of 
our (Mitertainnienl was a skit, 
showing the guests what life In 
home management Is really like. 
Of <'ourse we ditii)lay»"^d some char- 
coal rolls that were accidentally 
left In the oven one day. And we 
stressed work a^i the minor factor 
while In home management. But 
. . . It iraa all In fan, 

Olhei' incidents were all in fun, 
too. Our beds were shortsheeted 
at least a couple of nlf^ita. But 
nothing could l>e more normal tor 
a group of college studeuts. 

R.%nt OROrP meets with Its 

advisor for house discussion one 
hour a week. That's when we 
make most of onr plans for parties 
and projects. Then for nine weeks 
we attend class recitation two 
hours a week. In reeltation' we 
discuss the pro id ems that arise in 
the home, and what we can do to 
overcome them. We also dlscusa 
ways of saving time and motion. 

Our course here Is one of the 
few in the eonntry whioh empha- 
sizes different income groups, 
says Ur. Florence McKinney, head 
Of household economies. And, 
furthermore, we were probably the 
originators of this idea. 

HOME RrHOOLK make the 
hom<' managt-nicut course even 
more like a home and provide an 
actual baby for the girls to care 
for. At lowa State, for instance, 
a child is kept in the home, usu- 
ally between the ages of six weeks 
and fourteen months.

Include Harvest and Planting

Seldom is liotli liarveatlDg and 
Iflaiitlng of hortteaUaral crops be- 
Ittg^rried on at this time of year, 
ttut tb» bosi devArtment la doing 
liotli. Tfi«f sre i^ktng fniil from 
tbe greenhouse tomatp crop and 
planting field crops along wltit 
oaring for tbe college grape vine- 
yard and orcliard. 

All Mi«M various crops, even 
tkongli good ylaldt are sold, are 
grown primarily to gain experi- 
inental data. For instance, the re- 
•tlta of two exiMrt&iMiU with 
greenhouse tomatoes are being re- 
oorded by Cbetter parsons, hort 
senior from Maobiittan, and Aftan 
Itawi, a senior from Iraq. 

Parson's tomatoes, a lied of over 
one hundred plants of the South- 
land variety, are being tested for 
tite effects of hlsli nitrogen appll- 
catloDB followed by the use of hor- 
moM to set fruit. Before tbe final 
vetulU my be compiled. Parsons 
must harvest all his fruit from 
tbe Tinea, weighing each tomato 
m he vlek* It. 

■Raw! is experimenting with 
thirteen varieties of tomatoes, 
many of them hybrids that he 
crossed last year, to Had tbji high- 
est yielder. 



THIRTY-FIVE CKNTS a pound 
for fruit nay seem like a high 
price, but a great deal of time 
must be apeot recording data, 
making various fertlHier appliea- 
t!on?3, pruning, sprayinR, mulch- 
ing, watering, applying hormones, 
and picking and weighing each to- 
mato. Then too. most of the fruit 
Is free of blemishes and that 
Hprayed with hormone Is seedless. 
Actually, the best fruit is so per- 
fect it appears td be artificial. 

Both Parsons and Rawi will 
carry on field experinipnts on the 
horticulture farm this summer as 
a part of their master's degree 
work. Parsons will dnplicate his 
greenhouse experiment with to- 
matoes, only ihis time it will be 
under field eoaditioiis. He will 
attempt to determine whether high 
nitrogen applications and spraying 
with boMBMie Is practical and 
profitable (or Kanaaa tomatoee; 

Rawi will etperlment with, a 
plot of sweet potatoes to find the 
proper amount of fertilizer to ap- 
I^ly (or flUUilmiUB yields. 

OTHER SMALL vegetable crops 
have been planted on the college 
poultry farm, and a tomato ex- 

pfi'iment was plantefl on the* John 
Brit vegetable favm near .Manhat- 



tan. Dr. C. C. Singletary. college 
vegetable research ipeclalist, will 
be in charge of the work until 
July. He plans to operate a vege^ 
table farm Id Lonlslaiw mttfir fhat 
date. 

Under the direction o( Rimald 
Campbell, hort professor, sOveral 
plots of strawberries have been 
replanted on the hort farm. The 
flood deetroyed the 'berrtes last 
year. Also several horticulture 
students will spend the summer 
helping care for tbe collei^ vine- 
yard and orchard. Grapes, apples, 
peaches, and cherries are sold in 
laf ge tnastSttos eaeh ytMr.

All days 
in excess ol the free day will be 
charged $3 per day. 

Two free days of hospital were 
offered during the winter sessions. 
The health fee was $7.50 in the 
winter as compared with the $3.75 
paid by summer .school students. 

The clinic of the student health 
service is open from 8 a.m. to 
11:50 a.m. and 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. 
on school days except >Saturday,

At that tfyme he 
was the first American aelentiat 
to have ever received anch an ap«

Professor Melchers Is a membei 
of namerous honorary and pro- 
fessional societies. He Is listed 
in American Men ot Science, and 
Who's Who in America. He will 
remain in the departmont as pro- 
fessor ot botany. His 
has not been named.

They All Cry Peace 

A "National Student Conference for Aca- 
demic Freedom. Equality and Peace" hold 
ill MadiBon, Wis., recently ended wiih a 
walkout liy alxnil 2T> oi the 17:i^ delegates. 

(!Iiarging the majoriiy wiih "sei-viug the 
intere.stH of Soviet imperialism," the bollrMs 
urged ail anti-Communists to join them in 
the walkout. But the majority remained 
to pass a number of r^Kilutions on peace 
and equality. They ran out of time lief ore 
getting around to academh- freedom. 

The main ^eacc" resolutions jwssed were 
tliese: 

"The United States should seek methods 
of multi-lateral disarmament, including the * 
outlawing of atomic and bacteriological 
weapons, and other weapons of mass de- 
struction. . ." 

"The United States should iniriate a new 
series of negotiations among all the world 
powers. . ." 

United States should recognize and 
support the ri|^t of colonial peoples to 
political freedofli afiil economic oi^rta- 
nity." 

An amendment to tliis third resolution 
wliich would liave encouraged all nations 
to shake off foreign influences, ■ "such as 
. . . China in Tibet/' was overwhelmingly 
beaten. 

The split came when some, of Uie lib- 
erals — or right wingers — felt that the reso- 
Ititions were being railroaded through with 
a minimum of debate, and that these reso- 
lutions were Communist oriented. 

Those arguing against the split called for 
"n^mal agteetaent"~t>n the broad Issues. 
Said one delefate: '*We must look for points 
of agreement, not disagreement. It is pos- 
siWo that the future of the world depends 
on whetiier people like us can find ways of 
co-operating with each otlier." 

But one of the bolters countered: "The 
only things we can agree on ar^that we all 
want peace, academic freedom and equality. 
Once we start talking about liowy^ there Is 
nothing but conflict." 

Of the 17:i delegates (from o4 colleges) 
111) came from the Midwest, ."jO from the 
East. The Universities of Chicago and Wis- 
consin had a combined total of 57 delegates, 
although the conference was not held on 
the Wisconsin campus. 

The conference ended with talk of an- 
other one this summer, but no definite date 
was sot. One dissatisfied delegate summed 
Up the convention with an approximate 
quotation from Jeramiah: "They all cry 
peace, peace, but there is no njMce."

All those te-eth In the law will 
l^ake ail elevator operators par- 
tlctttarly wary of aceepttng wheat 
Infteated with insects or containing 
other foreign materikl.

The new law permits only three 
kernels with emerfrency holes in 
100 grams of wheat. In a survey 



by the Food and Drug administra- 
tion of 1.400 samples tiiKek'fniD 
farm stored wheat in Kansas, an 
average of 6.d insects were found 
in each 100 grams. Whitehair said.

Urban Profects 
Granted to Cities 

Chicago CU.R) — The way is being 
cleared for more cities to start 
urban re^development programs, 
according to the National Associa- 
tion of Housius Officials. 

A growing number of state 
courts are upholding the constitu- 
tionality of urban re-development 
laws under which cities condemn 
shun or bllghled areas and sell 
tlte land to private development 
agencies. 

The association reports tliat of 
four state supreme court declMious 
handed down on such laws in the 
last year, three %vere favorable. 

That brings to seven the number 
of states in w hich supreme courts 
have upheld the laws. Meanwhile, 
test cases are pending in five 
others — Illinois, Ohio, Rhode 
Island, Florida and Mlmteaot^. 

Stteh^tt's supreme eoart was 
the most recent to approve the 
participation of cities in url)aii 
re-developnietrt. The court upliehl 
the power of Detroit to condemn 
slam property and sell it to private 
builders. 

Last year Tennessee's high court 
upheld on all counts the constitu- 
tionality of legislation empower- 
ing Tennessee housing authorities 
(0 condemn slum areas and, after 
clearance, to sell or lease them to 
[irlvate re>developers. 

Or her slatfs wiiere sinli l;iws 
liave bt^en upheld by the courts 
include Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sf-y. .Mabani;!, Xew. York and 1111- 
noiH. In Illinois, further court teat.s 
are pending, however.

Hessiai Fly Cuts 
RecordlHarvittt 

While meaiAy everyone is talk- 
ing aiboat the record-lireakin^ 
1952 Kansas wheat crop. Dr. R. 
H. Painter, college entomologist, 
has Just returned from inspecting 
wheat fields tn sotttheait and 
northwest Kansa.^ talklnK about 
what the yields might have been 
tn those areas had it not been tor 
hessian files this year. 

Despite common high yields, the 
entomologist found mtieh evidence 
of loss to flies — even in fields that 
are yielding around 20 bushels 
an M>re. 

Painter found several thin fields 
with relatively few heads because 
many tillers were prevented by 
the hessian fly from heading. In 
addition many plants undoubted- 
ly were killed before or during 
the winter. He also found hessian 
fly flaxseed tn stems of standing 
wheat. This is another indication 
of loss, he said. Previous study 
has shown that one fly «n a atem 
will redttoe Ita yiit#.

Hothouse Tomatoes 
Prove Prolific 

By AFT AS RAWI 

Ohio Olohe and Michigan 28 

have proved superior to all other 
greenhouse tomato varieties grown 
during the past four years in th» 
horticulture greenhouses at Kan- 
sas State college, according to R. 
W. Campbell, assoelttte i^ofestor 
of horticulture. 

Several tomato varieties were 
grown each year in the green- 
houses. Comparisons between these 
varieties were made. Ohio Clobe 
and Michigan 28 were better than 
the other varieties In yield, size of 
fruits, and disease reslstaucee. 

Two feet between the plants 
and two and a half feet between 
the rows has proved the best dis- 
tance for raising greenhouse to- 
matoes. Pruning the plants dur- 
ing the growing season Is Impor- 
tant. Other cultural practices 
necessary for raising tomatoes in 
the greenhouse are training th^^ 
plants to strings or wire, mulching, 
and careful watering of the plant.i. 

The Ohio Globe variety produces 
large pink fruits. The variety was 
Introduced from Purdue univer- 
sity in lf)4!*. Michigan 28 wns in- 
troduced from Michigan State col- 
lege in 1949 too. This variety has 
red fruit, modinni in size. Both 
varieties are productive and give 
trults of high analttF. 

After the necessary refords are 
taken, the excess tomatoes are 
offered for sale at the college 
greenhouse and at the local gro- 
ceries. An average of 300 pounds 
of tomatoes have been picked in 
each of the past tew weeks at the 
greenhonsee, according to Camp- 
bell.

I Development plans were made 

jointly by Hare and Hare, a Kan- 
sas City consuMlnc firm; and the 
K-State Department of Areblte^ 
ture. They have been approved 
in principle by the Board of Re- 
gents, President MoCaln said. 

Other new ^buildings in the plan 
are an auditorium where the ten- 
nis courts are now loeated, an ad- 
dition to the present Journal iBm 
building for speech, a women's 
eymnashtni, a physical science 
building, plant science labora- 
tories, a building tot cereal Indus- 
triea, and additions to Dickens hall 
ifor biological sclencBs.

It will 
contain laboratories for nutrition 
and metabolism studies with meat 
animals, dairy cattle, and poultry. 
Research and in.^t ruction in breed- 
ing and instruction (including ar- 
ttttclal breeding) will be possible 
in the larger building and pavilion. 
It will include a modern meat 
processing plant for carcase stud- 
ies; an up-to<<late dairy manufac- 
turiog plant ^111 make it possible 
for research and instruction to 
follow the market sht^s from but- 
ter to other dairy products. 

The new 1800,000 student hos- 
pital will replace the present hos- 
pital service, housed in World War 
II barracks, 

E. E. i.fasurp, dean of the 
School of Veterinary Medicine, said 
present fecilltles of his school are 
for 60 students. Enrollment has 
Increased 400 percent over that. 
Likewise, animals treated at the 
clinic nnm1)er four times as many. 
Improved transportation methods 
promise still further increases. In 
addition to alleviating present 
crowded conditions for both stu- 
dents and animals, the new veteri- 
nary hospital will be designed in 
line with the shift from horses to 
other animals. It also will permit 
research in new feeding programs, 
public health problems, changes in 
animal economics, and other prob- 
lems that have arisen since 1923 
when the present olinle was built.

'No Peaceful Settlement 
For Korea'-Dr. Park 



There's no hope for a peaceful 
settlement of the Korean war. Dr. 
No-Yong Park told an estimated 
300 students at the first all-college 
assembly Friday. 

Dr. Park believes UN forces 
should move to the "Kansas" line, 
nattiral barrier north of the 38th 
^ ^ 'arallel. and stabilise positions. 
^^'He would not work on the truce, 
biit instead f«iiiibilltat« ih« Korean 
people. 

There could be peace In Korea 
tomorrow. Dr. Park said, "if Joe 
Stalin is willing." The Chinese lec- 
turer believes the Communists are 
using tmes talk time to arm them- 
selres. 

"As long as the Communists 
control the palm of Asla-^hina 
—tbey can wiggle its fingers any- 
time tbey want. And Korea is a 
finger." he added. 

There will always be war until 
the world has been reorganized 
along lines similar to tha United 
States, with principles of Justice 
and with separate states. 

"Vour people ar« destined to 
help oi^anlse the world for the 
enjoyment of peace and freedom 
as in America." It is posetble — 
even probable, be said, fn onr life- 
imes. 

The tragedy of Korea today is 
lie failure of American education, 
Dr. Park told the teachers in his 
audienee. Everything but Asia

has been taught In American 
schools. It is no wonder, he 
added, that "160 million people 
can be led into war by half a 
dozen crackpots— railed experts — 
since the people do not know any- 
thing abottt Asia." 

Stalin predicted 25^'year« ago 
that Russia would win the battle 
of Asia. Dr. Park .^aid. If Ameri- 
cans had read Stalin's prediction, 
Asia might have been saved. 

"China today is a Rlgantic 
slaughterhouse in which the peo- 
ple have no more rights or priv- 
ileges than cattle or sheep shlppod 
to slaughterhouses. 

The fall of China will have as 
much effect on history as the fall 
of Rome. 

Dr. Paik believes the Chinese 
Communists are not ungrateful for 
the United Stotee' saving China 
from Japan in World War II. 
Tbey are simply slaves of. Kuesia 
and are being need by Bnaate as 
"tools of attack." 

The Communists gained control 
of China by offering to free the 
Chinese from Japanese and Ameri- 
can tmperfiliniB. Land was 
offered to the 25 percent of the 
Chinese people who are peasants 
wtthottt Uwd. 

Dr. Park praised the American 
two-party system, saying that any 
one party remaining in power too 
long would surely become corrupt 
as Nationalist Qbiaa.

The archers have collected some 
OQlookera during tli^r class pert- 
oda. according to Prof. Katfaerlne 
( lever, the instructor. Amon^ 
them are several small boys with 
bnrr hatireitts who collect the stray 
arrows eveii before the archers 
can make It to the target. 

The boys debate whether the 

class looks more Uke Indians or 
Robin Hoods. Th«fy dabbed the 
smallest girl U) the clue "Muscles" { 

'and made bets as to which girl ' 
would get a bull's eye first. 

The first day the girls had 

froiiljlp stringing the bows iind 
eome wondered if they would ever 
,9ble to pull them back far 
enough to let an arrow fly. Each 
girl chooses the weight of bow 
she should use. and as the archers 
became more jproficleut some uf 
them fonnd that they could pull a 
heavier haw. 

Arrows must be measured its to 
arm length and are usually ahoL 
In rounds of 3 or 6, expiaiued 
Miss Geyer. The girls found that 
it isn't easy to hit the target, let 
alone the bull's eye. There is an 
added incentive for hitting the 
target bcsitlcs coll er ting a score. 
You don't liave to luint for your 



arrows which often slithw voder 

the KrHPS and are hard to locate. 

Fir-fi sbi>ts are made at a 
distance of 30 yards: later, at 30 
yards. Forty yard sh^ts were also' 
trlcfd. The arrow Is not sighted 
like a rifle. To sight, the archer 
holds her bead up and sights over 
the point of the arrow. As a 
rule this put.s her polbt of aim 
somewhere in front of the tuvet. 
depending upon her height and, 
diat.uice from the target. 

In the five week scsmon, sev- 
eral of the girls consistently shot 
over 100, which Miss Geyer says is 
excellent for beginners. The av- 
erage has been somewhr^re be- 
tween 7S and 100 points for 24 
arrows shot. 9 points are scored 
for hitting the 1) nil's eye. 

Two days were spent shooting 
at balloons which Miss Geyer hung 
on the targets. The archei* also 
did some flight sliootiug. 

Archery has been offered to 

gym classes at K-State for thirty 
years, says Miss Geyer. The de- 
[jartment now lia.^ a lafge store of 

arcliery equipment.

As educational adviser and 
specialist in the American reori- 
entation program in Germany, Dr. 
Gossard saw U.S. educatt)% "ko io 
the grass roots" and explain to 
the German people that govern- 
ment power lies at the hottmn 
with them. At the same time, the 
educators tried to develop new an- 
thorlty at the top. 

America's education program in 
Germanjr has three parts. Dr. Gos- 
sard said. They are reconstruct- 
ing liuildings, rewriting texibuolis, 
and teacUng diseussion teeh- 
niques. 

"Educational refiirm is deeply 
related to growth in democracy," 
Or. (iossard emphasized. This re- 
form is especially notable in Scan- 
dinavia, Switzerland, and Eiik- 
luud. "Speaking objectively," the 
church has sometimes been* a re- 
tarding influ< n( e on education. 

The Russian zone of Germany 
has all the edncational features 
and frills but content, Dr. Gossard 
decljtied. The Russians liave given 
a Communfet slant to their texts.

Many rare and unusual plants 
ran be found behind the locked 
doors of the con.Hervatory nontli- 
east of Dickens Hall. Some of 
these plants come from- dlsAnt 
yarts of the worUl .ind all art* 
beautiful in oue way or another. 

Perhaps the m<»t striking 
species of flora In tl^ conservatory 
is the ll-foot>talI Mexican banana 
tree. The leaves on this perennial 
are huge — some 6 to S feet long. 
It is now about ready to flower. 

Wliitc orchids are anions the 
tropical plants there. These par* 
ttcular orehids were sent from 
South America as a cift m \hf 
Eisenhowers, who hurt ilieiii 
placed ill the tonservatitry.

"Catch" crops that will frtill 
produce forage in western Kan- 
sas were recommended today by 
Prank Kleberly, K-Statc agrono- 
mist, to replace grain crops that 
hut, dry weather kept farmers 
from seeding. 

Although the hot, dry weather 
was ideal (or wheat harvest, it has 
cut possible feed yields so' it looks 
now as if there won't be enough 
livestoiu fepd in the sUite tbta fall, 
Bieberly said. 

Sudan grass is one of the best 
hay crops for late seeding in 
western Kansas, "it's an excellent 
catch crop that may be used for 
bay, silage, or pasture." 

Goes, an mxXy maturing sor- 
ghum, might still make a grain 
crop and will produce fair forage. 
Millet makes a quick growth, re- 
quires little moisture and could be 
u.sed, if a rain provided a moist 
seedbed to start it. Good hay 
millets, iie said, are German, Com- 
mon, Kursk, and certain strains 
of Siberian. 

Proso millet is a possible grain 
crop tor late planting In^western 
Xanias as is Korghvm sorghum.

fall, the economists said. Feed 
prices ia relation to egg prices 
have never been less favorable since 
records were established in 1924. 
The egg-feed ratio already la re- 
sponsible for a 14 percent reduc- 
tion in the namber ot chicks 
hatched on fiirmi, compared with 
the 1941-60 average.

creased more than 11 million since

Plants Survived 
Heat—Qiunlan 

The June heat wave so far 
hasn't done much damage to cam- 
pus plantings. It la gratifying to 
see how the plants on the campus 
have stood up under the June 
drought eoodtUons, said Prof. L. 
R. Quinlaii of the Tlortieutture De- 
partment. The bulk u£ the plant- 
ings on the campus are native to 
Kansas or hare been chosen for 
their ability to withstand weather 
extremes. All plantings on the 
campus have been made with a 
thought for tasting beauty In mind 
and many have gone through more 
droughts than most people will 
ever see. 

A dvf Spell ia lune can do a 
great deal more damage to plants 
than one in July or August be- 
cause they are still in a period of 
active growth than, ^ulnlan ysjtnt 
on. 

Because trees are deep rooted 
they are still getting moisture 
from the soil, but gross, shrubs 
and other ehallow rooted plants 
show, some^ signs of drying and 
wilting. Watering has beon done 
only in a few vital spots on the 
campus. The new plantings around 
tlu; Fit'kl Hou??e, Classroom build- 
ing, and Northwest ball have been 
watered |a order to ke^ them 
alive during this first season be 
fore their roots have become well 
estahlished. 

The plantings of broadleat eiver^ 
greens In the pine grove have been 
watered several times as they are 
part of an experimental project to 
see how well they can adapt them- 
nelvps to the Kansas climate. Blue 
grass -which is well established 
win come bach year after year in 
spite of drought conditions, hence 
only a few areas such as the quad- 
rangle in front of Xiehols and the 
area in front of Anderson have 
been watered. 



Uncle Sam Has No Set Birthday; 
Origin of Ui. Syiabol Unknown 



WMhlagton. HU}— .Uhole Sam 

is a man without a birthday. 

He has been around for nearly 
1 40 years but historians admit the 

exact date of his initial aMOar* 
uuce is still a mystery. 

Just about everything else of the 

tall, bewhiskered gentleman's his- 
tory is now on display at the Li- 
brary ot Congress. Included in 
the exhibit are five prize-winning 
paintings which depict modern 
eoneepts of Uncle Sam and early 
repr^enta tions of other symbols 
of the United States. 

Vnele Sam was first heard ot 

during the war of 1S12. Legend 
says he was named after a govern- 
ment supply inspector, a Samuel 
Wilson who was called "Uncle 
Sam" by his workmen. 

The ntokname was switched 

from Wilson to the govern nieni 
when the workers, noting tho let- 
ters U.S. marked on the supplies, 
began referring to the goods as 
"Uncle Sam's beef" and "Uncle 
Sam's flour." They had Wilson in 
mind and not the government for 
which the letters stood. Use ot the 
term ppread until It came to per- 
sonify not only the government 
but the people and iwtton as well. 

Sam was not ;ilways bedecked 
in his now fatt^illar attire of stars 
and stripes, nor has he always 
sported whiskers. In most of the 
early representations he was pic- 
tured as elean-^aven and weav- 
ing top hat and fails (colonial 
style). Sometimes be appeared in 
the guise of a well-to-do southern 
planter. 

The red-striped pants and the 
star-spangled vest became <thc In- 

disjtfMiwahle part of hi« wardrobe 



during Andrew Jackson's admlni»> 

tratloii. II*> nnd Abraham L'nco.n 
grew beards about the same time. 

Actually, a character known as 
Brother Joiiaihan pr^^ceded Uncie 
Sam as symbol of .\meri£:a. The 
name, probably signifying him as 
thoyottoger bru;hi>r uf John Bull, 
was uor« appropriate in colonial 

tiOMS. 

That bird's first offii'ial appear- 
ance was on the seal of the United 
States right where the founding 
fatherk plaoe It. It got there only 
after smntt vehement oppo&itlon by 
BenJnmlB VtaakUa. 

He did not go for the story which 
said the eagle was a symbol of 
.strength. Instead Franklin >?alled 
it a bird of "bad moral ohariictor'* 
that does not "get its living hon- 
estly" and Is "a nnk cioward." 

Franklin held out for the tur- 
key. The eagle, he argued, is i'ound 
everywhere. The turkey, a pe.icef ul 
bird, is a native of America,

Calif. 

After that she was one of the 
busiest lumber schooners of all 
time, docking here 284 times. 

Capt. Backman took hia ship in- 
to Just about every port on the 
west coast and she never met with 
an accident. She cart led 1,350,000 
'board feet of lumber.

Construction Begun 
On 810 Foot Tunnel 



Construction of a tunnel which 
will extend from the military sci- 
ence building to the proposed site 
of the new veterinary clinic was 
begun last Monday morning. The 
tunnel will Itavo a t^t ttfUCth of 
810 feet. 

Tbe tunnel will be used to 
transmit beat and processed steam 
to the new clinic from the power 
house, according to R, F. Gingrich, 
maintenance superintendent. 

The main part of tbe tunnel 
will have dimensions of 6 by 6% 
feet and will be 600 feet In length 
while the remaining 210 feet will 
be 4 by 4 feet. The main tunnel 
will serve not only the new clinic 
but also the proposed animal in- 
dustries building and the exten- 
slon service hnlldlng when they 
are built. 

Money appropriated for the 
tunnel project, totaling f 100.000, 
also will provide for a tunnel 
extending from tbe Field House to 
the site of the new student union 
building. 

Concrete for the walls of the 
new undei'ground oil storage tank 
north of tbe Field House started 
at S o*etoek this morning. 

This tank, which will he used to 
store an emergency fuel supply, 
will more than double the capacity 
of the present facilities. In ad- 
dition, it will eliminate a serious 
fire liai:ard Ijy ttoriOS tha fUel 
underground.

Its migratory route takes it 
from northern United States 
down through Louisiana and West 
Texas. From there it jumps the 
Gulf of Mexico to Yucataife

Since there were 
no phone connections between 
KMAtJ and the flood center, 
KSDB-FM peiwinnel picked tip 
messages. waminKs. and latest 
flood information from the £hMid 
beadfiuarters in the student nstci^n 
and from the Collegian office and 
put them on the air. KMAN, 
equipped with an FM reoeiTer, 
picked up the messages and re- 
layed them through their own 
facilities. 

The college cafeteria set up 
meal service for flood victims and 
workers. Over 1,500 p(H>ph* were 
served the first day, In addition 
to the regtilar customers and the 
KMt plate-i s(-nt lo old sick pcoplo 
housed on the campus but unable 
to come to the eafeteria.

Op Recalls Problems 
Of Horse and Buggy 



Cleveland, O. (U.R) — Traffic chief 
John R. Sanunon, in the midst of 
trying to solve current-day traffic 
tie-ups. recalls similar problems 
when he was a rookie in the horsed 
and-buggy age and "mutorcycle" 
cops rode bicycles and the speed 
limit was 8 MPR — for horses. 

"We even managed to have 
speed traps in those dayd," Sam- 
aiOB recalled. "There'd be two of 
us on bicycles and we'd station 
ourselves S85 feet apart. We'd 
have stop watches and whist lew. 

"When a horse and buggy came 
down the street at what looked 
like an illegal speed, the first 
officer would blow liis whistle and 
:we'd both start our watches going. 

"We'd time htm over the 38 5 
feet and if his time was too fast 
on both our w«tch«i, he'd go tu 
Jail." 

While the offending driver lan- 
guished in jail, or paid ttie stiff 
910 to $25 fine, the horse would 
be bedded down at a livery stable, 
Sarnmon said. 

Hot-rod drivers were present in 
those days, too, but provision was 
Tj^de for their activity, Sammon 
ftdd, by roping off various streets 
for regular racing. 

Cops had hearts then, Sammon 
ieontended. "If a young swain 
poured on the oats a bit tim murli, 
, , . we'd .SLOP him and bawl him 
out, but We seldom pinehed the 
youngsters," he said. 

All things considered, Sammon 
Is puzzled hy iir^f^ent day spci^ding 
and rushing here and there. 

"I wonder, sometimee, where 
everyone is Roinp in such a hur- 
ry," he said.

The heart of the K^State campus 
is the college po%ver plant, north 
ot the engineering hall. The 
arteries are t%« 2 miles or more 
of tunnels through which pipes 
and lines carry steam tor heat 
and electricity to the many class- 
room buildings, laJioratorles, and 
dormitories. 

Supplying heat and power to the 

cnmpus is a tremendous job and 
reiiuires staggering amounts of 
gas, oil, and water. Prom June 
19&1 to June 1952, the operation 
of the college required !I9S million 
cubic feet of gaa, 4S thousand gal- 
lons of oil, lis million gallons ot 
water and 6 million kilowatt hours 
of electricity, acctn-ding to R. F. 
Gingrich, maintenance superin- 
tendent. 

The power plant normally gen- 
eratei) all the electricity used uu 
the campus, although the Kansas 
Power and Light is prepared to 
supply a small amount la ease one 
t)f the f;eneratora should fall. 

The first step in generating 
electricity is heating water to turn 
it into steam. This in done in six 
boilers, each of which can gener> 
ate from 30 to 50-tlronsand pounds 
(if .steam per hour. From licre, 
the ateum, wiUch is under 225 
pounds of pressure and at a 
temperature of 550 degrees, Is fed

I high voltage electricity, which Is 



conducted through the main lines 
to transformers in the varfons 
buildings. These transformers re- 
duce the voltage to 220 or 110. 

After going tbh>ugh the 
ators, the steam which la now 
duced to only ft pounds of pressure 
is passed into the lincR connected 
With radiators in each buUding tor 
heating purpoaes. The steaia thM 
condenses back to water in the 
radiators and is pumped back to 
two ooll«ctlng tanks and is iiaeA' 
over and over gaaln. 

During a year's operation about 
69 million pounds ot water is lost 
in this process. Water lost In this 
manner m\}st be replaced, ot 
( ourse. and all new water which 
is piped in from the city must h« 
chemtcatly treated to soften It be- 
fore it is pumped into the boilere. 
This Is necessary to prevent the 
lime and other minerals in the 
water from collecting on the tnbea 
in the boilers. Salt ts one of tiie 
ingredients used to soften the 
water. About 100 pounds are aa^ 
a day for this puriioKe. 

Aiinthtr type of steam pro- 
duced is called processed steam. 
This steam comes troin the t>otlera 
at 90 pounds of pressure and Ib 
used for sterilisation, cook Lug in 
the cafeteria and dormitory kiteh- 
ens, heating water, and tor other 
special purposes in many ot the 
laboratories.

Tlie Ihroe and a half nioiilh old 
puppies have bead oharacteristk-it 
reaembllag those of a ooyote. The 
ytrppies teem mor» restless than 
the dogs, but not as exclta<ble as 
ooyotee, said Qler. 

When dogs and coyotpa are 
crosses, eterlle offspring u^sually 
result. "However." said Gier, 
"thPi t* is no reason for the pupples 
ol thia second crossing of coyotes 
with dogs to be sterile." 

Oler plans to observe the five 
puppies as they grow and mature. 
He Is conducting the expfrinicnt 
aa a sldollgbt to the coyote re- 
search that has been carried on 
for several years in Mb» WAlogy 
department. 

During the winter, coyotes were 
bronght in from hnnts in Kansns 
to be weiglii'd, [*tu<cked for internal 
iparasltes, and studied for stomach 
and reproductive conditions.

doctor Works 
To Prevent 
Mass Killings

Dr. Raphael Lemkln, who lost 
49 relatives In World War II, iat<?r 
fathered an intematlonia genocide 
treaty In an effort to prevint sneh 
mass killings. 

Lemkin spent much of bis life 
In a one-man crusade to outlaw 
extermination of national, racial, 
religious and cultural groups. His 
efforts were culminated Dec. 9, 
1948 when the United Nations 
unanimously adopted his geno- 
cide oonventlon. After that, more 
than the required number of na- 
tions ratlfled it. 

Lemkin, who was the son of a 
Polish farmer, first baeana Inter- 
ested In bis me work at the age 
of 12 when he read bow Christians 
were slaughtered by the Romans. 
He aoon laaraad that although 
tbero ware lavs affdnat murders, 
there were iMnw against massacres. 

The lesson was driven borne 
when he wltneMed the slaughter 
of World War I and saw his fa- 
ther'a farm destroyed. World War 
U promytad'hlm to redouble bis 
•tforta. CnW bis brother, otstar- 
in-law and their two children sur- 
vived; 49 other relatives, includ- 
ing hla father moA mottier, pt/r- 
Ished. 

Long before that, however, Lem- 
kin bind begun his eruaade. He be- 
came public prosecutor of War- 
saw and wrote books on criminal 
justice which revolutionized the 
Polish legal system. In IfiSi, be 
was appalled by the massacre of 
Christian Assyrians in Iraq. He 
appeared at an internatolnal con- 
ference wonsorad Iqr the Iioagne 
of Nations and proposed a treaty 
banning such mass killings, but 
it was not even swrioualf consid- 
ered. 

He resigned bis public Job and 
continued his campaign as a pri 
vate cltlien. In 1IS9 be was 
wounded during the Nasi invasion 
of Poland but escaped, coming to 
the United States two years later. 

He taught at Duke and Yale 
universities and during World 
War n was chief consultant to 
the nation's Board of Economic 
Warfare «nd later %9 ,th» Foreign 
Economic Admlnjstt^tton. 

After the war, Lemkin helped 
prepare indictments against Nazi 
war eritalnals and Intensified his 
drive for an international treaty 
outlawing genocide, a term which 
he oolned. 

Asked once how much his cru- 
sade had cost him, be replied, "All 
I know is that everything I have 
made has gonft Into It — and then 
some." 

Lemkin kept hammering away 

at bis crusade, seeking universal

tale are reported by a French 
a^lar. 

■Prof. Jean Nougayrol, a curator 
0t the Lonvre Museum, said there 
iraa a "stMOc slmUutty* with the 
Bl^le story in the fragmentary 
translation he recently completed 
«B the elay brick tmprlnted with 
cunoifbrm letters. 

He assigntd a date of 1850 B.C. 
to tile talilei beeanse of Its dedt- 
eation to King Ammldltana in 
the 1 7th century before Christ. 

No exact date could be placed 
ion the wrltiog of the Book of Job, 
the professor said, although sec- 
tions appear to have been tran- 
■eribed from old folk tales about 
•00-700 B.€. Thtt would Indicate 
the Job tale •existed for about 
1,000 years before the Old Testa- 
nmit. 

"The text of fhig Babylonian 
tablet is concerned with a theme 
'^t runs through the Holy Book 
— man overwheimed by God," 
Nougayrol said in an Interview. 
* t'Tbe toblet Is a poetical prayer

Dean Leasure explains, have been 
extensive congestion of the mu- 
cous membranes In th« nam siiA 
mouth, blue tMts s« a result of 
8lugf;lsh blood supply, a rapid but 
feeble pulse, and slight diarrhea. 
Also, the dean says, their tempera- 
tures have varied from normal to 
sub-normal. 

The pastures used to grue the 
affected cattle were found to con- 
tain considerable buckeye, coffee 
bean, and white snake root, ths 
dean pointed out. 0«fCs« beans 
and buckeye sesAl wer« found In 
the rumen (one of the cow's stom-

1,' was applied during the summer 
to trawberry beds at the horticul- 
ture f.iini in oi'dtr to dPtermine 
its etleotiveoess in control of 
broadteaf weeds and graesef. The 
chemical was efiective against 
broudleaf weeds and grasses when 
applied at the rate of four pounds 
per acre, said Campbell. 

The experiment also emphasizes 
the effect of the chemical on the 
strawberry plants themelves. The 
present results Indicate that the 
chemical will tnjttre the strawber- 
ry plants if applied at concentra- 
tions higher than tour pounds an 
aere.

Korean G.I. Bill 
Covers Veterans 
In for 90 Days 

The Korean Bill of Rights, 
wblch bas now become public law 
number S50, !s aetomlbF a mis- 
nomer. It not ont>' covers Kore- 
an GI's but also any otlier man 
or woman wbo liat aerred more 
than 90 days in the U.S. armed 
forces after June 27, 1950. 

However, tbe muttering out pay 

Is affected by the location of 
service. An overseas veteran will 
deceive more than a veteran who 
served only in the U.S. 

World War II veterans who 
were recalled to active duty are 
eligible to receive aid under the 
new bill. However, they cannot 
receive aid for more than 48 
months of service period. This 
Includes the service period for 
which they received aid from the 
World War II 01 bill. Benefits 
from the new bill 'alone are lim- 
ited to a 36 montlte aerxlee period. 

Here are IS stipulations tor the 
education and vocational asslst- 
ance under the new bill: 

1. Tbe act rrants IH days of 
education or training for each day 
of active service (minimum 90 
days) on or after June S7, 1960, 
resradless of where service was 
performed up to a closing date to 
be determined by the President or 
the Congress — maximum period 
limited to 86 eatebdar months 
except for veterans eligible under 
P. L. 346, for whom maximum 
is 48 months. Persona on active 
duty in the Armed Forces are ex- 
cluded from educaiton or training 
courses. 

2. Program of education or 
training must be initiated by Aug- 
uU3t 20, 1954, or two years after 
plscbarge, whichever is later, and 
completed wtthia seven years after 
discharge 

3. Education and training ts re- 
stricted to the United States ex- 
cept "conrsea in institutions of 
higher learning of above the sec- 
ondary school level," which may 
be approved in foreign countries. 

4. Veteran is permitted only one 
change in program, and that 
change to be with tbe approval 
of the Admliitatimtor of ▼elmms' 
Alfaira. 

9. Certain vocational and rec- 
reational courses are prohibited, 
others may he with the approval 
ttf the Administrator of Veterans' 

Affairs. 

6. With specified exemptions, 
eouTses mnat have been la ralst- 
ence for t^ years prior to m- 
rollment of the veteran. 

7. Minimum non-veteran MFOll- 
mant of nf»t leaa than 15 percent 
la required in a course offered 

y a proprietary profit or pfo- 
rietary nonprofit acliool. 

5. The eduestiOB and training al- 
lowance Is to be paid directly to

Psychology of Art Is Uni€|M Courst 



K-State is one of the few schools 
in the c^mntry whieh offers a 
course In Psychology of Art. Prof. 
R. C. Langford, the inRtructor, 
states as Its object "to apply the 
apindiH-iaie facts and principles of 
PKycbulogy to the uppreclatiua of 
the visual arts." 

Many K-Staters have taken thi.s 
course which iiie lades study of in- 
terior decoration, architecture, na- 
ture and other visual arts, but 
places special emphasis* on pain'- 
ing. The class is carried on princi- 
pally through dt8Ctts8l<Hi. 

*"We learn to appreciate by ap- 
preriating,*' my a i'rofessor L.ang- 
ford. To carry out this Idea, the 
'Mass owns a set of prints, litho- 
graphs, etcniHKS, etc., which rotate 
from week to week a it) on g the 
members. Each student ha.<i a dif- 
ferent print to enjoy, analyze, and 
appi'eciate each week. "1 hope 
that .such a collection may some- 
day be available to all students 
throiijih the Uhrftry," he com- 
nit>nted. 

The class takes two field trips 
each sessiiin, Boih of these trips 
have been made this summer. An 
artist of whom Kansas Is justly 
proud, Hir^i r Kand/ten. ih visited 
in his Ktudiu in Lindsburg, said 
Langford. They also visited the 

studios of .\t a r s a r e t Sandzen 
llreetionKh, and .Mr, and .Vlrs. Len« 
ter Kaymer. Raynier, in addition 
to painting, does wood cuts, ce- 
ramics, and wood-carving. Work« 
by all of these artists, owned by 
K.S.C., are displayed here on the 
campus. 

The.S(> people, are all gracious 
hoslH tu the classes and Dr. La tig- 
ford says that they bring home 
the realization that art is a human 
product, and not a "gift of the 
Gods." 

The other fii Ul n ip is made to 
Kansas City where the class visits 
the William Itockhtll Nelson psal- 
tery and diKcuiiKfs some ot the 
paintings there. The building is it- 
self a work of art, Langford 
pointed (nil. and one of the ntost 
beautiful in the contttry.

Italy Rebu'dds 
Ships 



Lake Nemi, Ualy(U.R) — Modern 
shlpbulldem have succeeded final- 
ly In doing what the shipbuilders 
of the Romao emperor Tiberius 
apparently did as a matter of 
course. 

Two scale-models of fhipn of 
the imperial Roman navy, built 
from plans based on salvaged 
hulks of the originalR, are on dis- 
play here after more than three 
yean of coaatructlon work at one 
of Italy's beit-equlpped alilpyarda, 
DMr Naples. 

The ancient Romans hulit tbe 
orlRinals right on the Hhores of 
the lake where they werf brought 
hack to light in 1930, after having 
Iain on the lake bottom for nearly 
S.OOO years. 

The two triremes, dating from 
about 41 B.C., were discovered In 
18 23 by AnnfHlo Kusconl, an Ital- 
ian who invented a sort of primi- 
tive "bathyspher«" to explore the 
bottom of Lake NemSi IB atltos 
south of Rome. 

According to legend, the lake 
had been the scenf* of I)a(;c:haHaIiHn 
orgies and rites in honor of the 
goddess Diana. The two ships, 

built by order of FJmperor Tiberi- 
us, were nuak Ju»l off shore. 

FusconI scoured the bottom in 
his submarine invention and cam«> 
up with bits of maible columnK, 
copper nails, beams and pieces of 
metal, Indicating the existence of 
the two ships. 

One hundred years later, Mus- 
solini had the take di-niiied and 
the ships brought to liglit. The 
hdlks, after being restored, were 
aefc up on diaplay in a museum on 
the shore of the lake. 

'During the war. the retloi were 
destroyed. 

Fortunately, the Italian ministry 
of marine had detailed photo- 
gtisphs and plans of the two ships 
aiid a project was organised to re- 
conatruct thr vckmpIs. 

It took the beKt shipbuilding 
skill to rebuild one-fifth scale 
models of the ships. The cost of 
reconstructing the originaln on 
the site would have been prohibi- 
tive, according to engineers' es- 
timates. 

The 220-f»ot length and fi5-foot 
width of the 2,000-year-old trire- 
mes were copied in exact scale 
modelH 4 9 by 13 feet, at a cost Of 
1100,000, lududiUK Iruuaportation 
from the Nsfplea^phtpyard to Lake 
Nemi. 

The models have been towed by 
tank to the lake and set up in the 
museum that had houBcd the orig- 
inals.

This part of the building was 
erected in 1882, according to his- 
torical papers by J. T, WiUard.

3 9 0S the balcony was removed an^ 
the second story extended across 
Ihe room to provide more class- 
room space above. 

In 1919. due to tlt» efforts of 
Dean of Women Manr P. Van Zile. 
Recrpation Center was created 
Ironi the old chapel. A hardwood 
dance floor on a level with the hall 
replaced the sloping one. The 
Btage remained, hnt as a platform 
8 Inches from the floor. The ante- 
rooms became offices for the dean 
of women and administrator of 
men. The center was furnished 
'With "comfortable cushioned chairs 
chairs and cosy corners," and 
even boasted rocking chairs. For 
many years the college flag was 
displayed above the stage. 

With a canteen in the basement^ 
Rec Center approached being a 
titudeni union and was used as

,^New York (U.R)— The U.S. SIg 
Corps has approved a new type 
of military telephone that is so 
sensitive that a whispered voice 
can he heard even in the t90^ of 
an artillery barrage. 

The telephone is tbe size of an 
average loaf of bread: It can be 
used, according to the Signal 
Corps, in weather at 63 degrees 
below zero or at 130 degrees above 
zero in the shade. 

Furthermore, the device can be 
dunked in water and still work. 

The last war showed tbe need 
for a better type of field tele- 
phone. The old models were 
knocked out hy enemy uid ftlUed 
gnnflre air blasts. 

The device, which was built by 
Western Ele6trlc for the Signal 
Corps, is the ftrst major change 
in military telephone design since 
1936. 

The user of tbe new telephone 
aho has more protection. The 
hearing part of the hand set, it 
was explained, has been shaved so 
that it now slips under the hel- 
met. In the old techniiiue, tbe 
helmet had to be cocked back or 
tilted. 

The Signal Corps investigators 
also have found that the new tele- 
i)hone has an Increased tHlliing 
"■■pinge of 20 to 30 percent, pow- 
dered only by a pair of flasbliglit 
batteries. In an emergency, it 
was explained, the 'iiIkmihs can be 
used up to five minutes mfrt'ly 
by talking into the hearing side, 
It is done by the voice's sound 
waves supplying the needed power 

The new telephone does not have 
the one- tone bell ringing sound. 
It sends out a woodpecker tapping 
sound. That can be heard more 
easily and about twice as far in 
battle noise, the Signal Corps men 
say. The new type sound also 
can be toned down to prevent giv- 
ing away front-line position to the 
enemy. It Is easier also for the 
user to detect when his hearing 
has been dulled by combat fatigue. 

Other new features iDclude; a 
push-to-talk device, requiring only 
slight pressure to reduce fatigue; 
a .simplified built-in generator 
which makea it easier to "ring in" 
and new eqnii^eiit tlwt repro- 
■^ uces the httmaii vt^ee ae- 
"^i^^rately. 



Vanishing Volcano 
In Mexico Traced 
By Photogratis 

Pasadena, Calif. 4U.R) — The his- 
tory of a Mexican volcano that 
disappeared thousands of years 
ago hat been reeonatructid by a 
California Imtttttta Of TechlUllO^ 
geologist. 

Dr. Blehard H. Jahns, profea- 
sor of geology, found the story of 
the volcano that collapsed in the 
Walls of Crater Elegante, a mile- 
wide cavity in tbe earth's crust 
near the PInacate range in north- 
ern Sonora, about SO mllet aottth 
of tbe Arizona border. 

It was brought to Dr. Jahns* at- 
tention by William C. Miller, a 
photographer for the Mount Wil- 
son and Palonuur obaervatoriea in 
California. 

Milter saw a magaslne^lctttre 
of Elegante and decided It might 
be a meteorite crater. He drove a 
jeep to the rugged Finacate region 
to Investigate and photograph the 
cavity. 

He took the pictures to Dr. 
Jahns, who recognized the cbusm 
as a caldera, or collapsed volcano. 

His investigation disclosed sev- 
eral cavities in the same aren and 
established that Elegante was a 
particularly graphic caldera. 

Elegante is nearly circular, 
about a mile in diameter and 8O0 
feet deep at the deepest point. 

By studying the walla of the 
chasm, Dr. Jahns found that very 
fluid basalt lavas had flowed 
through fractures in the ground, 
forming a major vent and slowly 
building a dome-like hill neveral 
hundred feet high. Tbe dome- 
balldlng then alowed down, and 
hardened lam elogged the central 
vent. 

Cinders were Mown out along 
the perimeter of the dome, form- 
ing small cones. 

Then a vastly larj^er central 
cone was built, partly by elplo- 
sive activity, Prof. Jahns believes. 

The history of the volcano 
readied an abrupt climax when its 
entire top and adjacent parts out 
to a radius of one-half mile van- 
ished from the landscape. The 
professor helieveH tiie vast rock 
heap simply shuddered and fell 
Into the earth like a piston drop- 
ping In an almost circular cylinder. 

He concluded that effervescent 
removal of materials from below 
the (one caused the collapse. The 
top of the cone was built from 
materials from a closed-source 
chamber deep underground in 
which lava bubbled and seethed, 
he say«, and evf;iitually the iiuder- 
grouud pressure became so great 
that the cauldron began to effer- 
vesce. 

So much lava frothed away 
that a great void grew In the sub-

When the collapse occurred is 
not known, altbougli Elegante Is 
believed to be many thousands of 
years old. Professor Jahns be- 
lieves it may have collapsed short- 
ly after the close of the Pleisto- 
cene, or glacial, epoch, making 
the caldera aliout 16«099 years 
old. 



Rare Tiger Thrives 
In Palatial Setting 

Bombay. iCU.R) — The jungles of In- 
dia's remote Vlndbya Pradesh state 
in the north -central part of the 
country, particularly the Rewa 
area, have become noted as tbe 
only region in the world where 
white tigers can be fonnd. 

In the last half-century as far 
as is known only about seven of 
these white tigers have been shot 
by Indian sMkaria (hnntera). 

Of greater interest today, how- 
ever, is the first ot these speci- 
mens to be captured alive — now 
a cub of massive build, about Z\k 
yeara old, weighing aimoat 500 
pounds, which was captnvad al- 
most a year ago. 

The captive cub was first spot- 
ted by the Maharaja of Rewa's 
beaters while camping in Uie Ram- 
gurh forest late in May, 19 si, on 
a hunt. The cub wan with a tigress 
and two other cubs which were of 
normal eoloratlon. The maharaja 
Ingtruoted that all efforts should 
be made to take the unorthodox 
animal alive. 

The tigress and the cubs, des- 
perately trying to escape from a 
cordon thrown around the area, 
took shelter in a rave. All entranc- 
es to the cave, except one, were 
blocked and the trapped beaFils 
were smoked and starved (or two 
days. 

On tbe third day they emerged, 
one by one, and were shot— ex- 
cept the odd specimen which was 
captured, put In a cage and takan 
to the maharaja'a palace. 

In a final break for freedom, 
the white eah scaled the walls on

Student from Iraq Finds Scliools Easy, 
Americans Friendly, But Unifffonned 



American schools are too easy, 
declared Shaklr S. Sabagh, student 
ixom Klrkiik, IrsQ, In a receat 
lnt«rvfew%itli Collegfan reporters. 
Many of the Bubjects he has taken 
in coUefe sucli as cbemlstry and 
lt0jk(m, lie had Already studied in 
hl^h school In Iraq. He feels 
tliat many students are graduated 
from our bfgh sctaools and coi- 
witb i onlr a inperf icial 
kMirledBe of their erarses. 

In Iraq teachers show no such 
leniency. To lllastrate, he said 
that out of the 160 students who 
entered liifih school with htm. only 
10 were graduated on schedule. 
Tests are itTeii only omso a year, 
he said, and If a student falls 
more than one course, be must 
take all his eoninM tor that entire 
year a^in. 

Eldveatlon Is free but not com- 
imleory In Iraf , he said. A stu- 
dent attends primary school for 
six years, and Intermediate school 
for three years, and then for the 
next two years he goes to one of 
several types of spedaUMd high 
srh ool B . College edneatlon Is ftlso 
tuition-free. 

All of ^e colleges are located 
in the city of Baghdad. Separate 
colleges are maiutained for medi- 
cine, education, law, pharmacy, 
mlltiary training, police traloinR 
home economics, and agriculture 
Each college in independent of thr; 
others, having tis own huUdlngs, 
president and faculty. 

There are approximately IfiO,- 
000 college students in Iraq out of 
a total population of less than 5 
million, he reported. In addition, 
7S0 students are studying abroad. 
Ahout half of this nvml»ef are 
studying agriculture. 

Iraq has a UMT program In 
effect and nil IK -year-nlds must 
go Into the army lor two years 
or sometlnes longer when the gov- 
ernment sees fit to detain them 
for security reaHons, t;i)llege 
students, however, are exempted 
and placed on reserve status. Alter 
graduation, they have six months 
f>f Intensive military training and 
then are given commissions. 

Iraq's most vital export is oil, 
he continued. The great oil fields^ 
are operated by the Iranian l*o- 
troleum Co. which Is owned by 
the govemnent. Farming Is the 
occupation followed by the largest 
number of tnhitbitants. The soil 
of the Tigris nad JSuphrates river 
valleys Is so rich that the termers 
never have ta use oomnerelal 
fgil^llisers. 

Iraq is the leading oountry in 
the export of dates. In southern 
Iraq there are 60 million date 
trees. Apples, plums, peaches, 
pears, olives, tobacco and citrus 
Irnlts also rank hlgta on the list 
ot Iraq's agrienltural produce, 
^e chief field crops are wheat, 
rice, corn, and cottoof. Sabagb's 
tether Is a grain dealer in Klrkuk. 

When asked what he thought of 
Americans, Mr. Sabagh replied 
that he likes Americans because 
they are so hospitable and sincere 

In their friendships. However, he 
added, they are uolnfurmed about 
foreign conntrles. 

In Iraq, he continued, American 
movies liave given the people a 
telse imiires.sioii of the American 
people. From these films they 
have drawn the conclusion that 
thert> are only two kinds of 
American people — cowboys and 
wealthy d«vll-nay*care playhoys. 
He a1s(* jminted out that the 
American dollar exerts such an In- 
fhienoe on world politics that most 
foreigaers think of Americans in 
terms of their dollars rather than 
the people. 

Sabagh has been studying agri- 
culture at K-State for three and 
one-half years durlne; which time 
he has been receiving $16U a 
month from the Iraqi an govern- 
meat for his expenses. He also 
fecelvw each year $150 for cloth- 
teg, 1100 for books and ISO 'for 



medical care. He was selected 
for foreign study by his govern- 
ment on the basis of his grades, 
leadership, aetivltlee, and health. 

He alHo had to pass an oral exam 
and prove that he had no Commun* 
istic tendencies to be eligible. 

Upon graduation from here he 
must return to Iraq to work for 
the Iratiian government for eight 
years In payment for having been 
sent to school here.

He testifies that they work 
long hours and the constant strain 
of being subject to attack, takes 
a heavy physical toll.

Rests in Glory 

San Francisco. <U.R) — A voyage 
of exploration which began In 
19 03 has never ended, at least to 
the romantic who Is willing to use 
his Imagination. 

On the beach of San Franelaeo's 
Golden Gate Park, her how some 
200 yards from the boiling surf 
at the entrance of the park, lies 
the world-famous schooner Ojoa, 
Capt. Ronald Amundsen's 47-ton 
craft which carried him over tite 
top of North America through the 
"Northwest Passage" In 1905. 

How the former Norwegian fish- 
ing boat, elevated tv the glory of a 
ship of exploration ranking witb 
Henry Hudson's Half Moon or Sir 
Francis Drake's Golden Hlnd^ 
canje to rest on San Francisco's 
rocky shore is a little-known story. 

Small by modern standards, the 
Gjoa was 70 feet long, had a beam 
of 21 feet 6 Inches and a draft of 
nine feet one inch. When she 
pulled out of Oslo, Norway, in 
1903, she carried 313 square yards 
of canvas on kwr two mafSts and 
Jibs. 

To guard against becalming. 
Amundsen had Installed an auxili- 
ary kerosene engine of 13 horse- 
power. Other than that her gear 
was essentially the same as when 
she Joined the Norwegian fishing 
fleet in 1873. 

In thie craft, which would make 
a good .sized lifeboat on ik modern 
ocean liner, Amundsen and his 
crew set out on a voyage above the 
Arctic Circle, through waters nev- 
er before cut by a ship's keel. It 
was a voyage that was destined to 
icome to an end thr^e years later 
at San Francisco, 

After traversing the northern 
straits, the GJoa entered the Pa- 
cific Ocean and headed toward 
.«outhcni waters on the voyage 
home. Ironically, after traverein!; 
unknown waters to the north, tiu 
ship nearly came to disaster off 
the Golden Gate. There she' en- 
countered a raging Pacific storm 
that left the (Alp wallowing help- 
lessly. 

A VttHed States entter took the 
ship in tow said led her to the 
shelieriiig waters at San Francisco 
Bay, where she dropped auduir on 
October 19, 1906. 

Stirred by the exploits of this 
tiny ship and her crew, the Nor- 
wegian colony in San Francisco 
subscribed sufficient money to 'buy 
the Ojoa. At impressive ceremonies 
In 1905, the ship was turned over 
to the city to be made a lasting 
memorial to Amnndsen'a exploits. 

Towed hack through the Golden 
Gate, the Gjoa was beached and, 
while thousands lined the shore>, 
she was slowly dragged through 
the surf and into a prepared dry 
land berth. 

The whole operation took nearly 
a week. While donkey engines 
strained and cables parted time 
after time, the ship was pulled over 
rollers, turnsd completely about, 
and settled in Iter 4Snal resting 

place. 
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New Density Device Aick Law 



Berkeley, Calif. <U.fi} — ^A new 

density measuring device has heen 
added to the law's expanding kit 
of crime-detection Instmments. 

The device Is a tube containing 
several liquids of varying weight 
that do not mix readily. It was 
Invented by Dr. Paul I. Kirk, pro- 
fessor of criminology at the Uni- 
versity of California. 

Particles of earth, hair, burned 
paper or other evidence can be 
matched and Identified by drop- 
ping them into the tube and 
watching wkwt UmS" Stop going 
down. 

The object sinks through the 

liquid layers until it reaches a 
point where its density Is the same 
as tUe liquid's. There it stops. 

Kirk said the device was tested 
In a recent burglary case. A man 
had been caught In the act of 
breaklDg down a door with a rock. 
There had htmn another burglary 
carried out in similar fasUon bnt 
the man denied it. 

By matching chips of rock found 
at the first scene with those at 
the second, it was proved they 
came from the same rock. 

The chips from both places 



stopped at tke ■«»• i^aee In the 

liquid density tube. Kirk salf 
Other chips from the same kin 
of rock formed a dittarett pMte 
pattern in the tubes. 

By measuring the density of 
ashes from burned paper, a crimi- 
nologist can tell what kind of 
paper It was. Rag paper, bond 
and new»print all make different 
patterns in the density indicator 
in ash form. Kirk said. 

It took Kirk five years to de- 
velop the liquid density gauge but 
now It ean be need widely because 
It Is Inexpendve and simple. The j- 
liquids In It range from kerosene ' 
at the top to bromoform. a henvy 
liquid, at the bottom. 

Some patience Is required, Kirk 
said. It takes a day for an object 
to find its place in the tube hut it 
will stay at that place fw about 
montk,

Robert Mirhal is fompletins 
work for his master's degree in 
education tbis summer. He will 
l>e tbe guidance director in tlu> 
secondary school ol Abilene next 
year. Prior to coming to K-State. 
he tattgbt mathematics and sci- 
ence for two years in Lebanon high 
hool. 

"Adult pflnratinn slum Id assume 
a role of itniionaiirc fiqual to that 
of any t»ilur It'v- l nf education," 
said Mr. MlchaU There is a great 
need for classes on civic and cul- 
nit;il improvement. Altlion^h moat 
of the work now being done is in 
organized class work, the use. of 
lyceunis. chantauquas, town meet- 
ings and active group discnsst-oni^ 
would perhaps have a greater ap- 
peal to the average adult. 

Mr. Mich a I also believes that 
legislative provisions should be 
made for adult education the same 
as is made for th-? conventional 
education program. Research for 
better teaching methods, particu- 
larly in citizenship, and tor other 
[irohlems of adult education should 
be included in the state's responsi- 
bilities. 

If yon happen to be living in a 
first class city in Kansas, you have 
a good «liliiie» to i>artletpate In 
an adult education program, ol>* 
served Mr. Michal. Nine out of 
10 first class cities have in c hided 
It tn their seeondary schools. Only 
one tn five of the second class 
cities consider adnlts as .part of 
Lhelr responsibility and only one 
in every 100 of the smaller ctt)es. 



Abottt 170 different eonraes are 
reported in the thesis of which 
40jtereent are vocational and par- 
tially reembursed by the state. 
The courses reporting the highest 
number of students were those In 
furniture and upholstery, typing, 
clothing, driver's training and psy- 
( hology. 

Some of the more unusual 
courses listed include ^edish.i 
contract bridge, square- and ball-| 
room dancing, Shakespeare, and 
football for women. 

Men. make up a greater fiortiou 
of ihe enrollment In large pro- 
grams while women predominate 
in the smaller ones. Mr. Michal 
found. Enrollment fees ranged 
from two dollars to ten dollars. 

Evening meetings consumed 81 
pei*cent of the time spent by adults 
In classes. In third class city sys- 
tems and smftller, all clas^ time 
reported was In the evening. In 
the first class city only 65 percent 
of the time was in the evening. IS 
percent in the afternoon and 7 per- 
eeAt In the morning.

The K-State study will attempt 
to determine how much storage 
space is iiF.'ded, when it should be 
located, and the capacity of ele- 
vators that are most economical. 

Leonard W, Schrnhen. who will 
direct the Study, said K-Slute got 
the USDA grant because of>the 
outstanding marketing research 
program it has developed durin;; 
the last 2S yeart. 



Agronomy Department 
Has New Curriculum 

Dr. Raymond V. Olson, head of 
the agronomy department, has an- 
nounced a new curriculum to re- 
place the curriculum in th& soil 
ion^vatlon. The proposed cur- 
riculum, to be known as *echniciU 
agronomy, will become effective 
the ftivt aemetter of the 'SS'*G4 
school year. 

"The old curriculum iu soil con- 
serration doesn't meet any particu- 
lar need of the Soil Conservation 
Service, since they take personnel 
'from any field of agi l 'nlturiil 
training," Dr. Olson Stattid, 'liior 
does it 'have enough technical 
training ifor one wanting to pre- 
pare himself for graduate study, 
or as a professional agronomist." 

Three options are prortded so 
that students may specialise. Op- 
tion A (BOlI sel«iee) is to pre- 
pare students for profesaional 
work in soils at the 'baclielor'g 
level and for graduate work. Op- 
tion B (applied agronomy and soU 
conservation )i8 to -preparte stu- 
dents for professional (work iu the 
general field of agronomy. Option 
C (crop science) Is to prepare stu- 
dents for specialized professional 
work iu eriHW and for grt^duate 
work. 

The proposed curriculum ic- 
quires 135 hours credit fdr gradua- 
tion and leads to the degree, 
bachelor of science iu agricu!tui i> 
A student who is interested iu gen- 
eral agriculture, -with major work 
in agronomy, should enroll In the 
curriculum in agriculture. 

At the same time, Dr. Olson 
announced two new courses. Soil 
management would replace the 
couise soil conservation I, and 
dryland soil management would 
i-eplace soil eonserratlon It.
